That the accoiinti of the recei|>ts and expenditure of the Society bo audited annualtj, by three 
anditon, to be elected at the general meeting; and that any member who ahall be one year m arrear of 
bis lubacription, ahall no longer be considered as belonging to the Society. 

5. That every member not in arroar of his annual sabacriptioD, be entitled to a copy of each of tha 
worka publiahed by the .Society. 

6. That twenty copies of each work ahall be allowed lo tlw editor of the same, in addition to tha 
one to which ha may be entitled as a member.

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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE. 



TH E printing of tlie present volume had not proceeded 
further than the fiftieth page when, after a short 
final attack, the lamented death of the Venerable Editor 
took place on the 24th August, 1676, in the eighty-fourth 
year of his age. The delay which had occurred, the fifth 
part having appeared in 1873, arose, not from any abate- 
ment in the interest which he took in this his favourite 
labour of love, nor from any failure of intellectual activity — 
for his faculties remained bright and vigorous to the last — 
but simply from the fact that the MSS. which he had pre- 
pared for the continuation of the Colledanca were so scat- 
tered among the miscellaneous mass of his papers, that it 
required a greater effort than his physical disabilities would 
allow him to make, to search for and put them together in 
regular order and connection ; and thus it became to be a 
matter of doubt whether Drayton would not be the last 
author to whose works the publication would extend. 

On my calling upon him some short time before his death, 
he adverted, in the course of our conversation, to the state of 
the Collectanea, and earnestly retjuested that in the event 
of his death I would, if the manuscript portions were forth- 
coming, undertake to revise and see them through the press, 
in case the Council of the Chethain Society should determine 
upon their publication. This, having performed a similar 
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office in relation to the five volumes which had alreaiiy 
appeared, I had no difficulty in acceding to, not, however, 
anticipating, as there seemed to be no symptoms of any 
rapid decline, that that was to be our last conversation. 

On Mr. Corser's executors being Informed, after his death, 
of his wishes in reference to the work, they most obligingly — 
and thanks are especially due to his daughter, Mrs. Richard 
Corser, for the trouble she took — made the requisite search 
amongst his papers for the manuscripts prepared by him for 
the continuation of his collections, the results of which were 
placed in my hands. On examining them it appeared that 
there was sufficient material to carry on the series of 
authors and works included in his plan to the end of the 
alphabet, and to afford, beyond the completion of the present 
volume, three or four parts more, which would bring the 
work to its regular close. These the Council of the Chet- 
ham Society have determined to issue without any further 
delay than may be occasioned by due regard being had to 
the other works announced as being in progress for publica- 
tion by the Society. 

As indicated in the preface to part v, Mr. Corser found it 
necessary, as he proceeded with his undertaking, to reduce 
it to more manageable limits than those proposed in his 
original plan, which, if carried out. would have extended it 
to most voluminous dimensions. Accordingly it will be 
perceived that a more rigorous selection is exercised in the 
works described under the remaining letters than in those of 
the first four of the alphabet, but the articles tliemselves will 
be found as full, satisfactory, and exact, as those which pre- 
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ceded them. My late friend gave me full power to make 
any curtailments or alterations which I miglit tliink desir- 
able in the course of revision, bat in the present volume I 
have had no occasion to exert this power, and the articles 
it contains appear exactly as he left them, with the excep- 
tion of an occasional correction of a name or date, or immate- 
rial alteration of a phrase or word. 

The noble library, of which the books described in the 
Collectanea constituted so conspicuous and attractive a 
portion, is now — and it is a matter of deep regret, that such 
should be the case — entirely dispersed, but to the lovers and 
cultivators of our old English poetical literature this work 
of as experienced, diligent and able a collector as ever de- 
voted himself to its study, and which comprizes and des- 
cribes so carefully and minutely so extensive a series of rare 
and interesting volumes, though it is no longer a catalogue 
of an existing and accessible collection, will always remain 
of permanent utility and value, 

A memoir of the late Rev. Editor, whose life, though 
extended to so long a span, was singularly quiet and 
uneventful, will accompany the concluding volume.

Titers of the sixteenth and seven- 
are few more honourable or distin- 
guished names than that of Michael Drayton, with which 
the next portion of our work coramenccB. Drayton waa a 
native of Warwickshire, and was bom in 1563, one year 
I Shakespeare, with whom he lived contemporary and 
about the same time that Shakespeare came 
iter in various kinds of poetical com- 
ing in bis day, including religious, 
poetry. But with the exceptioi 



his great n'ork, the Pdgolbion, on which he chiefiy rested his hope of 
future fame, it is perhaps rather as a pastoral poet that Drayton is known 
or valued at the present time. His attachment to rural scenes began from 
an early period, his descriptions of the couutry and its features and attrac- 
tions are evidently drawn from nature, and are related in language and 
imagery of the purest, freshest and simplest kind. 

Draytou must not be confounded with the dissipated and immoral set of 
wits and writers at that time prevalent in town who were living by their 

I pens. He was correct and exemplary in his social relations, and respected 
and esteemed by his contemporaries. After an honourable and well-spent 
life be died in December 1631, and was buried in Westminster Abbey, 
where a monument to his memory was erected by the Countess of Dorset, 
VOL.

Of the first edition of the Spiritual Songs of Drayton, tenaed The Bar~ 
mom'e of Ike Church, the earliest knoun production of this celebrated 
writer, which waa printed in IJStl, 4to, bib. Utt., only one copy is in 
existence, which is in llie King's Library in the British Museum. Mr. 
Collier, who reprinted the work in his Poemw 4y Michael Drai/ton, printed 
/or the Roxburghe Club, 1856, 4Io, has given a niemorandum from the 
Registers of the Stationers' Company of some importance not before pub- 
lished, from which it appears that all the copies of the book were seized by 
public order; but that forty of them were delivered to the Archbishop 
of Caiiterburj', and remained at L.^whet!l under the core of Dr. Cosen, and 
supposes that some exception was taken at the time to its tendency or 
orthodoxy, and that the copies having been destroyed, this will account for 
its extreme rarity. 

From whatever cause it rooy have arisen, whether from the spirit or 
orthodoxy of the work or from some other unknown cause, the present 
edition is also of equal rarity with the first, no otlier copy than this being 
known to exist. We may infer the value Drayton himself set upon this 
his earliest performance by the circumstance that, beyond the first edition 
in 15!ll and this in liilO, he never repruilcd any portion of this volume in 
any edition of his collected works. At the time it appeared in 1591 Dray- 
ton was in London, where he continued chiefly to reside ever after. He is 
believed to have been horu at Hartshill in Warwickshire in 1563, and to 
have been about twenty-eight years old at the time of this publication. 
He seems to have received a good education, and to have possessed an 
extensive knowledge of the Holy Scripture!<, and especially of the books of 
the Old Testament.

Although this work may not be considered as adding anything to Dray- 
ton's reputation as a poet — and partakes like other poems of a similar 
religious class of the general Julncss and want oF spirit in such productions — 
yet is it valuable, not merely from its extreme rarity and as being the 
author's earliest known work, but for the purpose of showing the advance- 
ment which took place in his taste and judgment, and the various changes 
and improvements in our language which were going on from his birth to 
his death, during a period of nearly fifty years. With this view, and as 
. exhibiting Drayton's earliest attempts in the study of poesy, we quote a 

small portion of the Song of Mosea just before his death :

With the exception of one other work, this may be deemed one of tha 
very rarest of Drayton's numerous publications, and in connectioti with his 
early life, perhaps also one of the most interesting. Drayton, from his own 
account, appears to have fallen deeply but unsuccessfully in love with a 
lady, a native of Coventry, who dwelt on the banks of the small river 
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Anlier in Warwickshire, not far froDi liis own residence, whose nami 
unknown, but whom he ever aflerwnrOs addressed under tlie title of Idea, 
and prefixed it to more than one of liis worlcs. To her these Sonnets are 
addressed, called From the French amours. 

The volume is dedicated "To iho decre Chyld of the Muses, and hia 
eucr kind Mectenas, Ma. Anthony Cooko Esquire," in a complimentary 
Sonnet, from tlio opening lines of wliich we tind that the work had been 
written some time before it was printed :

The only other prefix is an irregular but not unpleasing sonnet with the 
signature of Qorbo il fidcle. The name of Gorho frequently occurs m 
Drayton's Eulogies. He was a friend of bin and probably a poetical 
writer of the period, but who was intended under that title and wherefore 
he styles himself iljidele we are ntterly ignorant. 

The Sonnets ore fifty-one in number, all iiniform in metre with the 
exception of the fifteenth and sixteenth which arc written in the longer 
form of four verses and a closing couplet, resembling those of Watson in 
his Pastionate Cenlurie of Lme, 4lo, 1^81. Without being remarkable 
for originality of conception or strength and vigour of language, Drayton's 
Sonnets are pleasing and expressive, and full of force and variety. We

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It is fiomewhat remfirkablo that twenty- two out of tho Bfiv-one Sonnets 
of which tliis volume is composed, and also the second introductory one by 
bis poetical friend Gorbo il fidele, were never afterwards reprinted by 
Drayton, and that among the twenty-nine which remained several of them 
received considerable alterations when inserted in the later editions of his 
Poems io IG03 and 1605. This circumstance adds considerable interest to 
tliis excessiveiy rare volume. It has been reprinted by Mr. Collier in bil 
Tttlaahle and eiccllent volume of the Poems of Drayton, printed for tba 
Rosburgbe Club in 1856. See also a short notice of it in Cen». Liltr., vol. 
ii. p. I(i0, by Mr. Maryland, and vol. i. p. 3flS. 

Until lately only a single copy of tlie orininat edition of Drayton's Son- 
nets was known to exist in England, which was formerly in the collection 
of Mr, Heher and is now in the choice library at Britwell. A few years 
ago another was unexpectedly met with at a sale in Manchester, bound up 
with Southwell's Si. Peler't Complaint and one or two other imperfect 
tracts. It wanted a portion of the bottom of one leaf and was rather in 
dirty condition, hut through the kindness of S. Christie Miller, Esq., wbo 
obligingly lent his copy for the purpose, the imperfect leaf was admirably 
fac-similed by Mr. Harris, and through the bibliopegistic care and skill of 
Mr. F. Bedford, the hook was transformed into a nice and clenn voliimc. 

It may be proper to notice a difference which exists between the title in 
the present copy and that of Mr. Collier's reprint taken from the one at 
Britwell. The present one has the woodcut of the printer's device without 
»ny exterior motto. In the other, outside the device is a motto in old 
characters, " Be wise as serpents and innocent as doves. Matthew z." 
Evidently showing that this was an aftcrtbought.

the greatest rarity, before he published the present iniportaat work, afler- 
WBrilu so well known under the title of " The Barons Wars." Although 
without ft date it was published in 1506, and was the first edition of this 
poem. Of two other copies estant, one in the Bodleian and ibe other in 
the British Musenm, the former has the name name on the imprint as this, 
while the latter lias that of Matlieie Lowoes, ivith the date of 1596, but is 
imperfect in the middle of the poem. There is no doubt both were 
printed from the same type, each of the brothers having an interest in the 
Yolume, and copies being struck off with both their naraos; but the edition 
was one and the same though with a few very slight variations. 

The volume is dedicated iu nine seven -line slanaas "To the excellent 
and most accomplished Ladie, Lucie Countesse of Bedford," which are 
followed by a Sonnet to the same noble person signed B, B., supposed to be 
Edmund Bolton, the author of Hyperenlica and other works. When the 
Poem was again publisiied in 1 0O3, 8vo, it underwent many and consider- 
able alterations. The dedication to Lucy, Countess of Bedford, was left out, 
as well as the Sonnet to her subscribed by E. B., and the form o 
was changed altogether from seven to eight lines, which was c 
nil the succeeding editions. Various passages also in the co 
hiitory relating to Drayloo's early patrdit^ss wore either considerably altered 
or entirely expunged ; and the Poem was divided into six separate books or 
parts with arguments prcHxed to each. As it is extremely rare in ita 
present form, a quotation or two may be permitted in order to exhibit the 
variations made in the text of the Poem under the author's improvements 
when it received his latest emendations. The lirst shall be taken from th« 
opening exordium :

Drayton was a careful and fiistitlious writer, and it it curious to m&rk tbe 
vorioua changes aod alterations (not always improvemeoU) whicii be mode 
in the reviston of bis Poems in tlie different editions. Thus in the 
n of 1630 these stanzas were again altered and ran as follows :

At LoikIou Printed by lames Roberts, for T. M. and H. L. 
(ilumfrcy Lownes.) 1603. 4to, pp. 12. 
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Od the accession of James I. to ilic tlironc of Engltind, Drayton, along 
itii others, appears to hove enlertaiiiod some idea of favour or patronage 
from that monarch, to whom he had already long before this, in 1599, 
addressed a complimentary Sonnet, printed at the close of Idea. He 
therefore wrote, prepared and published A gratulatorie Poem on the Brri»>l 
of James in London, which was accompanied by an engraved copper-plate 
at the end, showing the descent of James VI. of Scotland from Edward IV. 
of England. But whatever might have been Drayton's expectations from 
the patronage of the learned monarch, it is certain that they were all fully 
dissipated after the presentation of this Poem Gratulatorte. It fell 
unnoticed from the press; and although followed by another attempt in the 
succeeding year to gain the royal fovonr — entitled A Poem TriumphaS: 
eompoted for the Socielie of Ooldtmilhe of London^ eongratulaiing kit 
Sighneate magnijieenl entering Ihe Citie, 1604, 4to — it was all to no purpose. 
He appears to have given some displeasure to the king which was not for- 
given; and so great was the mortification and disappointment felt by Dray- 
ton that lie alludes to it both in verse and prose, and in a poetical epistle 
addressed to George Sandys tlie translator of Ooid. published some years 
afterwards, he thus keenly expressed his discontented feelings ; 

It was laj bnp, bdbre all other men 

To BOffor shipnaok b; my forward pea 

When Eicg lames eiiter'd ; at which ioyfull time 

I taught hU title to this lie in rime, 

ADd*ta m; pari did all the Muks irin

And when before by danger I was dsr'd,

His disappointment was so severe that neither this Poem Gratulatorie nor 
the Pcean Triumpkall were ever afterwards reprinted or included in any 
edition of his works, and they are both now become fery scarce. 
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This complimenlar; effuaion consists of six It^aves onl)', exclusive oF ilie 
genealogical plate, and is written in heroic couplets. Drayton speaks in it 
wicli tliQt Belf-reapect and conscious dignity of character which is apparent 
through all his writings, and prophesies a flourishing reign to King Jnmes: 

What Ihougli pcrbiips mjiclfe I not intrude 

Amongft Ih'TneteKdl; noadring multitude, 

The tadiauB tumults, and the bajstroas tliroug, 

That preMC to view thee 6« thou oom'nt along,

Of this somewhat early and rare Poem hy DraytoD, although not one of 
his very earliest works, little notice has been taken by any of our biblio- 
grophical writers. Yet if we may judge from the concluding dedicatory 
Bonnet by Thomas Andrewe, Drayton's reputation as a poet was at this 
time fully and widely established :

The Poem, which is written in allcmate rhymes, is diTJded into 
three Books, each preceded by a shurt Argnmcnt in Terse. It gires » 
Iiislory of the life of Moses from bis birth, and describes the great miracles 
wroDght bj his hand under the divine will before Pharaoh in Egypt, the 
overthrow uf the Egvptian bo«t in the Red Sea, the subsequent miracles 
perfonned during the forty years' wanderings of the Israelites in the nilder- 
ness, and the fearful plagues they underwent for their murmuring and 
idolatry until their final settlement in the promised land, and the death of 
Moses. Like many others of our theological versiiiers, Drayton has not in 
this Poem either increased his rcpulntion as a poet, nor added anything of 
elegance or passion or interest to the Scriptural narrative. The work is 
more remarkable for its pious and religious feeling than for its poetical 
merits, although it contains a few scattered passages here and there that 
occasionally serve to light up this otherwise dull and monotonous Poem: 
one of these, descriptive of the flight of Moses to the land of Midian, we 
noiv subDiit to our readers;

The aothor in the present allegorical Poem hUs into a dream, in which, 
under the idea of an assemblage of birds who make an attack npon the 
poor owl, from which he b defended bj tbe eagle tbe monarch of birds, 
he seems to hare shadowed forth under tbe owl tbe cause of learning 
attacked by all the smaller birds, or multitude of lesser and inferior writers, 
but protected by the royal eagle, most probably here intended for tbe 




newly arrived tnonarch King James. But the tvliole of the al!cgorj, which 
is somewliat obscure and confused, appears to be very far fetched, and 
much of it is difficult to be undcratood at the present day. It is gCDerally 
supposed to be an imitalioa of Spenser's Protopopota, or Mother HubbartTt 
Tate, first printed in li91, 4to; and Drayton himself in his preliminary 
Address to the Reader had noticed, among other works of a similar kind, 
Homer's Bailie of the Frogs and Mice, Virgil's Culex, and Vida's Poems on 
" Chess and the Silkworm." Tlie following passage may be quoted as a not 
nnpleosing specimen of the Poem ;

The 
work is dedicated " To the deseniing memory o( my moat esteemed Patron 
and friend. Sir Waller Aston, Knight of the honorable Order of the Bath : 
As before other of my labours, so likewise I consecrate these my latest few 
Poemes. — Michuell Drayton." Then a prose "Epistle to the Bender," at 
the close of which be thus speaks of the present Poems : " New they are, 
and the work of playing howers; but what other commendation is theirs, 
and whether inheret in the subicct, must he thine to iudgc : But to act the 
go-betweenc of my Poems and thy applause, is neither my modesty nor 
confidence, thot oflner then once hauc acknowledged thee kind, and do not 
doubt hereafter to do somewhat in which I shall not feare thee iust. And 
would at this time also gladly let thee vnderstnnd, what I thiuke ahoue the 
rest, of the lost Ode of the tweiue, or if thou wilt, Ballad in my Book ; for 
both the great master of Italian rhymes PelrarcA, and our CAaweer, and 
other of the vper house of the Muses, haue thought their Canzons honoured 
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in tlio title of a Ballade, which Tor that I labour to meet truely tbereiti wil!i 
the odd English garb, I dope as aUc to iuetiliQ na the leamed Colia Clout 
liig Houndelave." It is needless of course to remind llie render that Spenser 
is the leamed Colin Clout so often alluded to by Drayton in hia Poema 
under this poeticol designation. 

The volume commences with the Odes, twelve in number : the fourth 
being addressed " To my worthy friend Master lohn Savage of the Inner 
Temple;" the eleventh "To thn Virginian voyage," or rather voyagers; 
and the twelfth "To my frinda the Caraber-britaua and iheyr harp." In the 
first be alludes to Soutberno os "ftn English Lyricke," i.e. John Soowtheme, 
the author of a very rare but worthless Pocra called Pandora : The Musyque 
of the Beaulie of hU Mislreste Diana, 4to, 1584, of which only one perfect 
copy is hnowii. But when Drayton says, " Who me pleased'at greatly," it 
was most likely as a harp player, "handling thy barpe neatly," and not as a 
versifier. At the end of the Ode he speaks of "Skelton's Ryme" in rather 
contemptuous terras. The third Ode on Cupid is spirited and pleasing, and 
if our space bad permitted, would well bear iniertion here. The aeventb 
comraemorales a visit of the author to the wild scenery of the Peak, and in 
& later edition is entitled "An Ode written in the Peake":

*' To his friend. Master lohn Savage of the Inner Temple," and the eighth,

person may have died soon after; the latter Poem, which Mr. Collier terms

anbjcct, aiid lo whom the present Editor has been greatly indebted. It 
will be sufficient here to observe bibliographically that the fourth E^log in 
the present edition is the eighth in order in the first; the sixth in Cliis is the 
fourth in the first; the eighth here is the sixth in the former and very 
Kreatly altered ; and the ninth a altogether new and appeared here for the 
Jirat time. Wo may also notice that iu the lirsl edition each Eglog Is pre- 
ceded by four lines explanatory of the subject, and sometimes hy a Latin 
couplet at the end, both of which are omitted in the later impression. As 
an osampio of the alterations that were made by the fastidiousness or 
ctiprico of the author during the ten or eleven years that elapsed before be 
reprintod tho work, we subjoin the opening verses of the first Eglog from 
each of tho editions.

the fourth relates tlie tale of DoivMbeJ; the fifth is occupied in enlogiiing 
Ilia Indy lure:

The sixth Eglog, which bewails the loss of Sir Philip Sidney under the 
nuae of Elphin and was probably written soon afler his death in 1586, is 
particularly interesting, not only for the beautiful lament by Drayton on tha 
mournful oeca*ion of lii.t death, which we may here remark is totally 
different froni tlie one in the older edition, and was entirely rewritten for 
the present, and which we woald willingly have inserted if our limits had

In tlic older editioD this laudation is extended througli cj«1itcen stanz&a of 
t)je most extraTBgant and liyperbolical kind, under tlie name of Pandora, 
which are omitted in the second impreusion. In this Pastoral ia also 
intraduced a very remarkable passaj^c, not to be found in any other edition 
of his works, iu which Drayton notices in very severe terms a lady under 
the natno of Selena, who had formerly lent him her patronage but after- 
wards abandoned hitn, and transferred her favour to another whom he calls 
by the savage name of Cerberon, and of whom along with tiic lady ho 
speaks in very hitter and vituperative terms ;

Whether these lines may have had reference to Lucy, Countcas of Bedford, I 

to whom Drayton had dedicated some of bis earlier works, and who 
apparGntly, from some cnuse or other, withdrawn her patronnge from him J 
btfore this time — whether by Cerberon was intended Nash or Morlowi 
some wilder or less moral poet than himself — or whom is meant by ai 
great person whom be calls Olcon, who bad formerly patronized but bad ' 
now foriakcD him, and of whom go strong lines are inserted; of these 
it is very difficult at this remote period of time to ascertain. But who- 
eTer ibey refer to, Drayton thought proper afterwards to inthdrew 
these stanzas entirely, and they are only to ho found in this cditi 
another instance of its rarity and value.

Drayton had previously, in 
1594, printed a small quarto volume called Endimiaion and Phabe. 
Ideal Lalmug. This very rare volume, which was entirely unknown to 
bibiiogrophera until noticed by Mr. Collier in his Bridgew. CataL, p. 108, 
and of which only two copies, one of them imperfect, are believed to exist, 
was, for some unknown reoson, never reprinted by Drayton, but he has 
introduced portions of it in the "Man in the Moonc;" and it has been 
entirely reprinted by Mr. Collier in his valuable and highly-interesting 
volume of the PoemM of Drayton, who supposes it to be wiitten on the 
model in some sort of Mnrlo\ve'a Hero and Leander, or Shakespeare's 
Vtnus and Adonit, 1593, and had previously introduced a passage from 
it of great interest which closed the Poem, containing an Address by Dray- 
ton to his fellow poets, Spenser, Daniel nnd Lodge. 

This article has extended to a considerable length heyoiid what was 
intended, but the great value of the volume under notice, and the interesting 
nature of tlie quotations introduced from it, will, we hope, induce our 
readers to pardon its length. Mr. Collier is of opinion that '' it was never, 
the ordinary sense of the word, published at all, bnt that Drayton 
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prepared it for the press, had it set up in type, and tlien for some reason 
recalled it. Possibly he repented of the offensive additions he had made to 
the Eclogues, as well as, perhaps, of some of the new Poems he had 
iuserted, and therefore witlidrew it." And that thus we may account for 
its great rarity. But that gentleman is not quite correct in saying that the 
copy lent to him by Mr. Bolton Comey for the purpose of his volume is the 
only perfect one of this edition. The present copy, which formerly 
belonged to Mr. Caldecot, by whom it was supposed to be unique (see 
CotaitH^Hf^ No. 321), and subsequently in the BoIIand and Utterson 
Collections, and has since been rebound, is quite perfect ; and the one 
sold at Mr. Hober's sale, pt. iv. No. 629, now in the Miller Collection, was 
also a very fine copy. Mr. Park, in a letter to Mr. Heber, stated it to be 
an odition unknown to him.

States that he had be^n bcqiicathcd to the prntectioD of the CouDlesa of 
Bedford "by that learned and accoraphshed Gcntlemon, Sir Henry Goodere 
(not long since deceased), whoso I was whilst he was," says he, "ivhose 
patience pleased to beare with the imperfections of my beedles and 
unstayed youth. That excellent and tnatchles gentleman was the first 
cberisher of my muse, which had beene by his death left a poore Orphan 
to the world, hod he not before bequeathed it to that Lady whom he so 
deerely loued." It appears from this that Drayton had been indebted to 
Sir Henry Goodere for some important assistance in the early part of bis 
life, in whose household at Powlsworth he might possibly have held the 
appointment of page or some other office, and have there been encouraged 
in his devotion to the Muses. 

At the close of each Epistle are added some historical and explanatory 
notes on various passages in the Epistles, and a concluding Sonnet summing 
up the whole of the several loves he had related, nnd forming an intro- 
dnction also to the Sonnets on his own personal love which he sung in the 
next work, Idea, containing sixty-two Sonnets, preceded by two others 
" To the Reader of his Poems," the latter of which may be here quoted ;

Tbe 
second edition wos printcJ in 1603, 8vo, with the addition of tbe "Heroical 
Epistles," and with the following title : The Barron* Wan in the reign of 
Edxard the eeeond. With Englandi Heroical BpitUei. By Micbaell Dray- 
ton. At London, Printed by I. R. for N. Ling, IB03, In the first edition 
the Poem was written in seven-line stanzas, but in the second and ail later 
ones it was nltered into eight-line stansas, and the original Dedication to 
Lucy, Countess of Bedford wos omitted.

It was reprinted in 1598, 
1509, and again in 1602, tliua going tlirougti four editions in the short space 
of four years. It was written in imitation of the elegiac strains of Ovid, 
and was tbe first work of this kind in our language. 

Idea was originally printed under tbe title of Ideat Mirrour. AmoHrt 
in Qualorzain*. London, Printed by lames Roberts for Nicholas Ling, 
1594, 4to. Of this extremely rare work only one copy besides our own 
is in existence, which was fomierly in the Collection of Mr. Heber {Bibl. 
Heber., pt, iv. No. 588), and is now in tbe Library at Britwe!! House. 
Mr. Heber, who was particularly rich in copies of Drayton's works, remarks, 
in a manuscript note, that " besides the second of tbe two introductory 
Sonnets, twenty-two out of tbe fifty-one which compose this little volume 
were never reprinted; ond among the rcmnining twenty-nine, several were 
tDatcriatiy altered in subsequent editions." This work bas been reprinted 
by Mr. Collier in his volume mentioned before. In the present edition 
the Sonnets are increased to tbe number of sixty-seven, exclusive of the 
two addressed to ibe Reader. It is probable that Drayton took tbe title of 
"Amours" for his Sonnets from tbe French, as Spenser did for bis 
"Amoretti," published tbe year after from the Italian. 

Of the three Legends at the end of the volume, that of Piers Qaveston 
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was first published in 1598, printed by lames Roberts for Nicholas Ling 
and lolm Buabie, Ito; and meeting with success was rollowcd by Matilda,

Tlie greatest triumph of Drayton's Miiae la, without doubt, his Poly- 
Ol6ion, a metrical essay, descriptive of the geography anil remarkable 
antiquities of England and Wales, the first part of which appeared ia IG13, 
consisting of eighteen Songs; but the second, containing twelve Songs, did 
not appear till nine years later, in lb'2a. Although it is now, we fear, but 
little rend, and possesses many inherent defects, Drayton nii^ht well be 
proud of this his magnum opus, upon which, along with his Ni/mphidia 
and some of his smaller pieces, his fame as a poet will ever chiefly rest. 

The first part of the Poly-Olbion is embcliislied with a curious allegorical 
frontispiece, engraved by W. Hole, in which under a triumphal arch is seen 
a figure of Albion or Great Britain in a robe emblematic covered with 
mountains, forests, rivers, cities, &c., with a sceptre in her right hand and 
a cornucopia in her left, two angels placing a wreath over her head, and 
above them Fame blowing a trumpet.

The Poem is written in the long or Alc:fandrinc verse of twelve syllables,

Of Taet the men7 Frier, which manj a Sermon made 
In praiao of £o£in Hood, hia out lawes, and their Trade. 
An hundred Taliant men had this brauo Bohia Hand, 
BtiU ready at his call, tliat Bow-men wcra right goai. 
All clad in Liitcoltie Qreeae, nHth Caps of Red and Blew, 
His feliowca winded Home, not one of them but tuflw, 
Whea setting to their tips their little Beuglea shrill, 
The warbling Eceioi wakt froai euor; Dale and Hilt ; 
Their Bauldricks set with Studs athwart their ahouldera oast, 
To which TOdor their armea, their Sheafcs were buckled fast 
A short Sword at thoir Belt, a Buckler scarce a span. 
Who strooke below the knee, not counted thca a man : 
All made of SjiaiUik Yew, their Bowes were wondrous alrong i 
TLbj not an arrow drew, but was n Clolh-jard long. 
Of Archery Ibey bad the very perfect craft, 
With Broad-Arrow, or But, or Prick, or Eouing Shaft, 
At Markes full fortie score, thej is'd to Prick, aod Eoue, 
Yet higher then tbe breast, for Cooipaaee neuer atroue; 
Yet at the fartheal marke a foot could liardly win : 
At Long-buU, abort, and Hojles, each one coald cleauo the pin 
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Their AlTOwen Bnelv pair'd, for Timber, and for Foathep, 
Willi BLreb and BraiiU peco'd, lo flie io aoj wcBthar; 
And sbot ihcj irith the round, the square, or forked Pjle, 
The loose gaue such a twung as mighl bo heard a nijle. 
And of these Archers braue, there naa not bdj one. 
But ho eonld till a Deero hia awirt^l speed vpon, 
Which they did boyle and rai>t, in manj a mightie vood, 
ShnrpB hunger the Bno sauea to thoir more Kinglj food. 
Then taking them to rest, his merr; men and bee 
Slept many a Summers night under the GreenewooJ tree. 
From wealthy Ahbotii cheats, and Cliurlea abundant store, 
Wliat oftentimes he toobe, he sbsr'd amongst the poors : 
Bo lordlj Bishop eaino in lusty Rabin's waj

Her" Clothes tack'd to the knee, and d sin tie braided hat re, 
With Bow and Quirer arm'd, sbee wandred here and there. 
Amongst the Forrests wild ; Diana neuor luew 
SucL pleaiiires, nor such Sarti as JIfiirfaNa slew. 

The labour nnd pains bestowed upon tliis Poein by its iudefatigabfe author 
must hare been iiumciisc ; nnd the amount of historical research nod 
atitiquarian learning which Drayton lian poured forth in it are of a most 
varied anil Honderfiil kind, and, alihoiigh from the nature of the xvirlt 
never riaing into the highest flights of poetry, it contains many passages of 
animation and interest. The opinion and judgment of so able a writer as Mr. 
Hallam on this celebrated Poem, a, portion of which we here quote, will bo 
read with considerable interest: "The powers displayed iiiit arcof ahigh coat. 
The style of Drayton is sustained with extraordinary ability, on an equable 
line, from which he seldom much deviates, neither briUiant nor prosaic : 
few or no passages could be marked as impressive, but few are languid or 
mean. The language is clear, strong, various, and sufficiently figurotive ; 
the stories and Actions interspersed, as well as the general spirit and liveli- 
ness, relieve the heaviness incident to topographical description. There is 
probably no Poem of this kind in any other language, comparable together 
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extent and excellence to the Poltf-i

The first edition of the Heroieal EpistleB was published in 1597, 8to, for 
Nidi. Ling, liartng been licensed to him in October in the same year. 
There is a copy of this impression in the Bodleian Library at Oxford. It 
was again reprinted in l.^DS for the SBme person, of which there is a copy 
in the Grenville Collection in the British Maseum. There was a. third 
edition in 1599, to which was added the Sonnets under tho title uf Idea, 
and of this a copy exists in the Malono Collection in the Bodleian; 
and a fourth impression with the same was printed in IC03. Auother 
was added to the end of the Barons Wart in the following year, thus 
making five impressions in about six years. It was indeed a highly 
popular work, and was written in imitation of tbe style of Ovid in his 
Epuiies. It was the first work of the kind in the English language, and 
soon becamo a great favourite and was very frequently reprinted. To 
each pair of Epistles there was prefixed a Dedication to some distinguished 
persou, sonic of them being of much interest on account of their containing 
biographical particulars relating to Drayton's life and edncation. Thus in 
one of them to the Earl of Bedford, husband to Lucy, Countess of Bedford, 
his great patroness, who was the daughter of Sir John Harrington, he 
mentions his obligations to the family of the Harringtons, to wbicb by 
marriage the Earl was united, and to the protection of whose Countess his 
Poeraa bad been committed ; and adds, " to whose serfice I was first 
bequeathed by that JcBrned and acconiplisht gentleman. Sir Henry Gooderc 
(not long since deceased) whose I W'os whilst bee was, whose patience 
pleased to beare with the imperfections of my heedles and unstaied youth. 
That excellent and matcblcsse Gentleman was the first chcrisbcr of my 
Muse, wliich had becne by his death left a pooro Orjihan to the world, had he 
not before bequeathed it to that Lady whom he so deerely loved." From tins, 
and from another Dedication to Sir Henry Goodere's son, in which he con- 
fesses that be was " beholden to tho happy and generous fnmilie of the 
Gooderes for the most part of his education," it oppears that Drayton had 
been indebted to that family for some portion of bis support and education, 
and for tbe encouragement of his infant Muse. He alludes to this circum- 
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stance again in liis Dedication to tlie Lady Francis GooHete, vik to Sir 
Henry GooJere, Knigbl, sbowing that lie probably received some pecuniary 
asaistanec Trom tlio father in tbc early part of liis life, ns well as from the 
Countesa of Bedford hia other patroness. The present edition does not 
contain these Dedications, which were not reprinted after 1500, but has 
only the " Annotations of the Obroiiicic History " at the end of eacji of the 
Epistles. After the title comes Drayton's prose Address "To the Reader;" 
commcndotory Verses on the Author by J. W. and B. C; " To the Stationer 
on this new and correct Impression of Englands Heroicall Epistles," by 
Edwino SadJeyr, Baronet, and by T. B. The latter of these tliua

They are inferior m merit, bs wc 
think, to the " Borons Wars," and have feiver flights of real genuine poesy, 
or of striking and interesting passages. The heal pcHiapa arc those which 
relate to the disposition and conduct of the two armies on tlie night before 
the battle, in which Drayton has closely followed the acconnts of Froissarc 
and the other chroniclers. " Nimphidia : The Court of Foyrio " was first 
printed in the foho edition of hia *' Poems" in 1619. It was reprinted by 
Sir Egerton Brydgea nt the Lee Priory press in 18 [4, 8to, with a short 
Preface or Advertisement; who has added niao at the end a reprint of the 
interesting Elegie or Epistle to Henry Reynolds Esqnire, "Of Poets and 
Poesic :'■ and who saya that Nimphidia " probably retains more charms for 
modern readers of poetry Ihar any of his other productions. It abounds in 
a light and playful fancy, happily expressed." Campbcli also says, "the 
Nimphidia is in his happiest characteristic manner of niry and sportive 
pageantry." This is followed by '■ The Quest of CinthJa," in four-hne 
alternatively rhyming verses, " The Slicphcarda Sirenn," and the long and 
curious Poem, " The Moone-Calfe." The " Elegiea upon Sundry occasions " 
Bt the end arc a mixture of Elegies and Epiallea, the latter haviug tbo ma- 
jority, and were here first printed. They are twelve in number, and con- 
tain several passugea of curious information relating to his own personal 
history. In that addressed " To Master George Sandys, Treasurer for the 
English polony in Virginia," alluding to bis " Gratulatorlc Poem to the 
Maiestie of King James," 4to, 1 603, Drayton says :

Sandys had published his translation of the first Eve Books of Ovid's !£eta- 
morphoiU in 1621, Sto, and Drayton Lore encouraged him to complete the 
work, which he did in 1626 :

But the most important of these Poems is the Epistle " To his most denrely' 
loned friend Henry Reynolds Esquire, of Poets and Poesie;" in which Drayton 
presents a list of English poets, whom he selects as worthy of his praise. 
It is remarkable not only for the names of those whom he has chosen for 
his praise, but also for those whom ho has omitted to notice, among whom 
may be particularly enumerated Lydgate, Skelton, Sackville, Harington, 
Southwell, Wntson, Greene, Lodge, Breton, Raleigh, Fairfas, Bishop Hall, 
Davies, Fletcher, Donne, Herbert, &c. ; and in his mention of the great 
name of Shakespeare, ivhat must strike every one will he the slight estima- 
tion in which he was then held, and that only for bis comic vein. He 
speaks also of Gtascoignc and Churchyard (whom he joins together, although 
the first was far superior to the other) as " Meterers " only, and wanting the 
true poetic fire, ond that if they had lived only a few years longer, they 
would have seen their works before them buried in oblivion- At the com- 
mencement of this Epistle Drayton records how anxious he via^ in his

The sudden and unexpected demise of the youthful and accomplished 
Henry Prince of Wales, the eldest son of James 1., and a native of Scotland, 
on the 6th of November, 1613, which shod such a general gloo 
whole nation, and called forth so many elegiac tributes of verse from our 
various poets, was the exciting cause which seems to have awakened the 
first public etforts of the Muse of William Drummond, of Hawthornden— 
B name familiar and well known to all lovers of the Muses — whose pure 
and unaffected feeling, elegant and liarmonious language, and delicacy of 
imagination, place his name high in the temple of poetic fame. The 
beautiful and pathetic poem composed by Dnimmond on this occasioD, wa> 
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published by him under the above title, — the name of Mehadea being 
Msnmed by that Prince ia hia martial challenges as the anagram of MiUt 
a Deo. The title and other leaves of tbe poem are enclosed within a neat 
wood-cat border with ornamental wood cuts, and the poem is preceded by 
a sonnet "To the Author," by Sir \V. Aleiauder, afterwards Earl of 
Stirling, the particular friend of Drummond,

We haTG already noticed this congratulatory poem by Drnmmond among 
llie collection presented to James I, on Ilia revisiting Scotland after a long 
sbs^ncc (printed under the Buperintcndcnco of Jolin Adamson, io The 
Mu*es Welcome, Tol., Cdinb., 161S), and bare there given some cxtracta 
from it. Tiio present is the first and extremely rare edition of the poem. 
It consists of eight leaves only, and is devoid of any prefix. It opens thns :

Although with- 
mif aiiy pluoe uv priiitor'fi urtme, the volume, it is believed, was from the 
)ir04ii of Aiiiliti Hurt at Kdiuburj^h, who printed some other works of his, 
ami wtiiiM nlmoKt n^em, especially when upon largo paper like the present 
iMipy, a« If priittetl only for presents or private circulation. 
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The volume consista of » number af sonnets and other poems, chiefly of a 
Berious or spiritual kind, which ndded mucli to the reputation of Drummondi 
whose poeticol fame had already become widely known. The sonnets com- 
ncnce at once after the title page, without any dedicatory address or preface, 
and are headed "Flowret o/Swn.—Or Spirituall Poems by W. D." Tlie 
longest in the series is entitled " An Hyroue of the Faircit Faire," which 
attempts a description of the Deity enthroned above, and of the nature and 
various attributes and works of God. They are written in an clcgnnt, 
polished, and liarmonious style of purest English, without any of tlie anti- 
quated provincial dialect of his country, and make us rather inclined to 
wonder that Drnmmoud hat not become a more popular poet. We know 
from his own manuscripts, preserved by the Society of Antiquaries of Scot- 
land, that he was a considerable reader of our English poets — of Shake- 
speare, Spenser, Sidney, Drayton, Daniel, Marlow, and others, whom he 
•eems to have greatly admired, and to have become imbued with their poetic 
feeling and expression, although not an imitator of any. Bis knowledge 
and study of French, and especially of Italian writora, was also very con- 
siderable, and may have given a slight tinge of the conceit of the latter 
school to some of his poetry. He is more admired for his sonnets than for 
hit longer poems, which are geueratjy not so interesting; and of the former, 
those which celebrate bis affection for his mistress are, perhaps, the most 
excellent. The poems of Drummond are now so easily accessible in the 
etlitions of Cunningham and Tumbull, that we shall be excuaed for confining 
our quotations from the present volume ta three of the sonnets and » portion 
of another longer piece.

Mr. Heber was of opinion, on a 
minnte and cafefnl comparison of the two, that they nere both typographi- 
cally the same edition, and that the change in the title page in the second 
was merely on account of gome other matter being added at the end, and 
probably took place when the FlowerM of Sion and Cypre*t Groee were 
added in 16-23, as most of the copies knon-n of the second impression con- 
tain this addition. Drummond died on the fourth of December, 1649; 
but DO further edition of his Poems appeared till the present one in 
1056, trhich therefore is the third. It vras edited by Edward Phillips 
(the nephew of Milton) when Tery young ; and commences with a 
highly complimentary address " To the Header " by that person, signed 
" E. P.," in which he says of Drummond that " neither Taito nor 
Guarini, nor any of the most neat and refined spirits of Italy, nor 
even the choicest of our English poets, can challenge to tliemseUes 
any advantages above him, nor any attribute snperionr to what he 
deserres; nor shall I think it any arrogance to maintain, that among all 
the severall fancies, that in these times hare exercised the most nice and 
curious judgements, tiiere hath not come forth anything that deserves to be 
welcom'd into the world with greater estimation & applause. . . . Had 
there been nothing extant of him hut his History of Scotland, consider but 
the Language, how florid and ornate it is; consider tlio order, & the prudent 
conduct of his Story, and yon will ranke him in the number of the best 
writers, and compare him cTcn with T/iuaitM himselfe. Neither is he lesse 
happy in his Verse than prose : for here are all those graces met together 
that conduce any thing toward the mnlcing up of a complpat & perfect Poet, 
a decent & becoming majesty, a brave & admirable height, & a wit so 
following, that Jove himselfe never dranlte Nectar that sparkled with a 
more spritly lustre." Tlio writer of an eicellent article on the Poems of 
Drummond in the Relrosp. Rev., vol, ix. p. 351, has conjectured that this 
passage may not improbably reflect the opinion of Miltnn himself on these 
Poems and their author, and on that account is of some value. Whether 
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tliis conjecture bo true or not, it is well known tliot Milton was an admirer 
of tiio poet of Hawthomdon, and tliot florae of his graceful epithets and 
pliraaca are to be traced in Milton's writingB. After tlie address " To ibe 
Render" nre oommendatory verses by Pbillips, some Latin Stnniaa addresBed 
to Sir Jobii Scot of ScotaWrret (tbe brotber-in-law of Dnimmond) signed

We must cTer set a lii|:h Talae on tlie name of Richard Edwards, not 
only as one of our earliest dramatic writers who appeared after the regular 
establishment of the drama, but we owe htm a deep debt o! gratitude for 
his core and ecbI in the preservation and publication of many of the 
of poetry which were floating about in manuscript at that period — in 

collecting and giving thcra to the world in The Faradite of Dainty 
Devicet, and for conlrihuting some choice songs and pieces of bis c 
composition to tliat rare and valuable miscellany. So much has already 
been written by Wartoa, Sir Egerton Brydges, Hoslewood, Collier, and 
ollicrs, on the subject of this, the second of our Poetical Miscellanies (if we 
exclude Tha Mirrowfor MagUtratet), that, notwithstanding the 
rarity of the different editions, it will not call for any very lengthened 
attention from us. That it was highly popular may he inferred from the 
fact that at least eight impressions of it ap[>cared during the lirst quarter of 
a century after its original publication, all of them now become exceedingly 
rare, and hardly to be found in a perfect state. The first edition was 
printed by Henry Dislc in 1576, Ito., H. Ittt, of which a perfect copy waa 
sold in the B%l.l. Heber, pt. iv. No. 1776, for 16/. It was reprinted by 
Disle in 1577, 1578, and 1580. In 1582 Disle died, and the copyright 
was turned over to Timothy Rider, the transference being recorded in the 
register of the Sutionors' Company of that year. The edition of 1578 is 
considered ofgreot value and interest, not merely on account of its rarity — 
only one copy, and that imperfect, being Vnown — but because it contains 
some Pocuis, especially one by Geo. Whetstone hitherto unknown, not 
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Uic.wiod in an J other irnpTes-ion, and as»:jns screral piece*, upon better 
irifonnatioD, to authors different from tLj«e to whom iLev were Uefore 
ascribed. The edition of 1580 varies al-jo much from the earlier copies, 
having no less than eighteen new Poems introduced in the place of the 
same number in the first impression omitteil. Disle being now dead, the 
present edition, which is the fifth, is the first bv another printer — Edward 
White— and is equally rare with the others. A sixth and seventh were 
pubh'8h3d in 1506 and 1600 bv the same printer. An edition without 
date, printed by Edward Alldc for Edward White, u-ill be noticed hereafter. 
In the Bibl. Ileber, pt. iv. No. 17 78, mention is made of an hnpression 
unknown to bibliographers, with the date of 1606, 4to.; and some others 
are noticed of different dates, but all of somewhat doubtful and nncertain 
authority. 

That a Miscellany containing 124 Poems, which went through so many 
editions in so short a time, must possess considerable claims to notice, 
cannot be disputed ; for though many of the Poems do not display much 
imagery or invention, yet are they not without attraction for their simplicity, 
moral feeling, and vigour, and are remarkable as examples of the taste and 
literary progress of our pcctical ancestors. Of the various contributions to 
this collection, the principal place miist be assigned to Richard Edwards, 
the editor, and author himself of several of the most pleasing compositions 
in it. Edwards was a native of Somersetshire, and bom about the year 
1523. Wood informs us that he was first a scholar of Corpus Christ! 
College, in Oxford, and afterwards appointed a student of Christ Church 
on its foundation by Henry VI II.; and we know from other sources also 
that this statement is true. He appears not to have remained long in 
Oxford, but, going from thence to London, became a member of Lincoln's 
Inn. From his musical talents, cultivated while resident in Oxford, he in 
1561 was appointed a gentleman of the Chapel Royal by Queen Elizabeth, 
and master of the singing boys there. He was also employed not only in 
writing regular dramas for the stage, but as the composer of the Court 
Masques and Interludes ; and is said by Warton to have ^' united all those 
arts and accomplishments which minister to popular pleasantry, and to have 
taught the choristers over whom he presided to act plays." He was known 
and appreciated as a po])ular and highly meritorious writer; and is de- 
servedly commended by Puttenham in his Arte of English Poesie^ who 
has classed him v^ith those who "deserve the higlicst praise for comedy 
and interlude." He is praised by Meres, in his Palladus Tamia^ Wits 
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one or [he beat for comedy ;" and b 
epitaph on liis deatii.

Edwards attended Quccd Bliiabeth o 
his ])luy of " Palnmon and ArciLe" wa; 
Hall; and ia believed to hare died in London in that name j'ear, being 
cut off at the early age of forty-three. In 1370 George Tiirbervilo pub- 
lished his Spitapht, Epigrams, Songt, ^ Sonnett, in which there is on 
epitaph by him " On Maiitter Edivarda, sometime Mnister of the Children 
of the Ciiappell, & Gentleman of Lyncolne's ion of Court," and also the one 
by Twine mentioned before. In the Brltisii Muaeum, among the Cotton 
MSS., are some small poems by Edwards and others, addressed to some of 
the court beauties of his time, one of which is quoted by Mr. Ellis in bis 
Speciment, vol. ii. p. 137. The first stanza of his song " In Commendation 
of Musick" has been quoted by Shakespeare in Romto and Juliet, act iv. 
scene 5.

It is written in rhyme — generally, but not aiwaya, in coupleti 
of twel*e Eyllahlcs each ; tbe graver and more acrioua parts of tbe play 
being relieved by some coarse and humorous dialogues between Gnronie, 
the collier, and two lackeys. Will and Jack. We present our readers with 
a short specimen of one of these dialogues between the two latter persona.

The title to this exceedingly rare Poem is on a scroll, over a aingnlar 
wood-cut representing two women flogging a man tied to a tree. On the 
right is a man fast in the stocks, with nnotber woman boring a hole through 
his tongue, with a carpenter's drill. The Poem eoramences without any 
prefix or indication of tiic name of the author on the reverse of the title ; 
and is contained in twenty-three xtanzas of seven lines each. It is very dull 
and prosaic, and resembles much in quality some other small metrical pieces 
ftom the press of Wynkyn de Worde. A very short specimen will suffice :

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Welei i James, Duke o( Yurk ; the Princesses Mary and Elizabetli ; tbo 
Royall posterity of our Soueraigno Lord King Cliarles; and to his MajeMies 
most Illustrioas Ailyes, the most High and Mighty Prince Christeroe, King 
of Denmarke ; Prince CliBrloa, Prince Electour Paliitine ; Heary, Prince of 
Orange; and tlie Prince De Lorreine, Duke Cherou£e." On this the 
antlior styles lier work " A bowle of water from the fount of Helicon." A 
second dedication follows " To the most Illustrious Princes, James, Duke of 
Lenox; George, Duke of Buckingham; The Right Honourable John, 
Marijuesse of Winchester; Thomas, Earlo of Aniiidell and Surrey, anJ 
other the Enrlcs; Anthony, Vicount Montague, and other theVicounts; 
The night Reverend Father in God, William, Lord Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and other the Archbishops and Bishops ; The Right Honourable Henry, 
Lord CIttford, and other the Barons ; Sir Thomas- Edmunds, and other the 
Knights of the Priaie Counsell ; The Right Honourable Sir John Brampton, 
Kt. ; Lord Chief Justice of the King's Bench, and othcMlie Judges." These 
are succeeded by " certain c rules for tlie true discovery of perfect anagminmes 
in verse, and by commendatory lines in praise of the authoress, by 
A. Death, I. C, Tho. Hcywood, and T. B." The remainder of the volume 
is taken up with the quaint and poetical labours of the ingenious writer, 
the number of rova! and noble persons, whose names are anagrammatized, 
amounting to four-hundred-and-tiventy, all of whom are most ingeniously 
lauded by the writer, the letters in each name fumishining the anagram to 
each, which ore then turned into the subjects of the verse. The volume 
is more remarkable for its quainlness and singularity than for the excellence 
of its poetry, but in consideration of its extreme rarity, a few of its 
acrostics may be allowed.

■lection of the late Mr. Miller, and anotlier in the 
Collier. It is in black letter, and is dcJicatcid by 
Thomas Fenne, the author, "To the Worshipful! Robert Spencer, Esquire, 
Sonne & heire to the Kight Worehipfull Sir lobn Spencer, Knight." At 
the end of this are some acrostic lines on Robcrtus Spencer, and an address 
"To the Render," one leaf. The first part, occupying nearly half the 
Tolume. consists of n Dialogue, in proae, between Fame and the Schollcr. 
In this Dialogue the stories are chiefly taken from the classical aothora of 
Greece and Rome— from Herodotus, Polybiua, Plutareli, (Elian, Livy, 
Diodorus SiculuB, Justin, &c. The allusions to the history of our own 
country are very sparingly made, but from these we select two reularkable 
instances, as examples of the prose compositions of our author. Both of 
them follow the common traditions respecting the cliaractcrs of v 
treat; but Shakespeare's play of King Richard the Third did n 
till a later period, and the Tragedy of King Lear not till 1 
says he, "it is very well knowen to the English Nation, what cruell mur- 
ders & miserable slaughters were committed by King Richard the third, 
brother to Edward the fourth. & Sonne to the Duke of Vorke, for that the 
Chronicles doe make racniion thereof ai large. First bringing his owne 
brother the Duke of Clarence to nntimely death, then shewing his tyrannic 
on the Bnreus & Nobles of the Land; — & after that bis brother Edward 
the fourth died, he miserably smoothered the two sonnes of bin said brother 
Edward, which were committed to his tuition & goucmment, not sparing 
the neerest of his kinne, but imbrewing himselfe in their blond, to the cndc 
he himselfe might possesse the Crowne & Diadem of the Healme : — which

"It were but ft trngicall histoiio of Leyr, sometime King of this Land, 
which is so suHiciently set downe & made manifest in their Engluih 
Chronicle", what cnormiti^, cnlamtties, & iiiRnite miseries hapncd to tiioi, 
by the fond St dotiitg louc wbieli be bare towards his daugbtera. For by a

who soeucr, as tlie tenor of our conference lintli hitherto tended & ex- 
pressed : — therefore, my good friend, leauing to yonr consideration our 
former speadies, to be ivell & diligently noted, whereby I may somewhat 
hereafter perceiue that you arc profited, & then I shall thioke my painea 
well bestowed, & our first meeting right happic." 

The second pnrt commences with " The miserable calamities & lament- 
able distresses of bloudio Battaile Sc ruinous Warre, with the vnspeakable 
mischiefea that consequently followeth diadaiufull envie," and cliicfiy relates 
to the wars between Rome and Carthage, and the conduct of Hannibal and 
Scipio. This is followed by an account of — 1. " Certain e Stratagems, & 
politike practises of worthy warriours, & expert souldiors." 2. " The 
miserable murders & deadly debates, that happened betwccne the succes- 
sors of A lexander, with the vtler desolation of their state." 3, "The cause 
why stately Carthage lost Iter Empire, & what miserable slaughters of men 
hapned to be hfiwi!(t the Romanes & the Carthaginians, which first 
chaunccd through the enuious niindes of the Affricans themselucs." 
i, *' Ily what meanea ancient Troy was destroyed, & why the whole 
Empire of Phrigia was lost, witb the lamentable murders, as well of 
the Troicns, as the Grecians being victors." 

Then follows the third part : " That it is both a disgrace, & also a fouls 
discredit, to Englishmen to clialeng their genealogie of the Troyans, or to 
deriuo their pedigree fro such an vufuithfull stock, who were the chiefs 
causers of their own perdition." At the end of this occurs in Alexandrine 
Terse "Itecubaes mishaps. — Expressed by way of apparition, touching the 
uianifolde miseries, wonderfiill calamities, 8f lamentable chances that hap- 
pened to her Tuforlunate selfc, somelmie Queene of stately Troy." This 
poem extends to forty-one pages in the long-metre verse, and relates the 
story of Hecuba in the first person, on the plan of The Mirrourfor SfagU- 
Iratet, the first edition of which was published in 1559, and a macli 
enlarged one by Baldwin was printed in 1587, three years only before the 
publication of the present volume. The poem of " Hecubaes mishaps" is 
omitted in the list by Mr, Fry of hiatorical works of a similar character 
written in imitation of The Mirror for Magittraiet, given in the notes to 
Warton's HUt. Eng. Poet., vol. iv, p. 105, and which might be conaider- 
enlarged. Having already given examples of the prose composition of 
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Fcnne^ we will now quote a p >rtion of tbe opening lines of this poem, as a 
spocinion of his poetical powers, which are somewhat ahove the ayerage of 
the numerous poetasters of thai period : —

The title of this work appears to have been derived from one of the seats 
in Wales of that name of Henry Herbert Earl of Pembroke, Lord President 
of the Council in the Marches of Wales, and husband of this Countess (the 
accomplished sister of Sir Philip Sidney), as we gather from a letter written 
by him to the Lord Treasurer Burghley, dated from Ivy Church the 25th of 
August J 590. The title is within an ornamental wood-cut compartment 
with figures of Moses and David at the sides, and two satyrs sitting on the 
ground at the bottom, as used by Thomas Marsh. The dedication is ad- 
dressed to his great friend and patroness, '^ the right excellent and most 
honorable Ladie, the Ladie Marie Countesse of Pembroke,*' and commences 
with an allusion to his former work: *'If Amyntas found fauour in your 
gracious eyes, let Phillis bee accepted ^or Amy ntas sake. I hauc somewhat 
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altered^. Tattoet Italian St M. Watsoo's Latine Amyntat, to make tbem 
both one English. But Ta»3oet is Comicall, tiierefore this verse vnvsual : 
yet it is also Pastorall, & in effect nutliing els but a contiuuation of 
CEglogues, therefore no verse fitter than this." Tlie remainder of the 
dedication ia taken up with b defence of his peculiar preference for 
Hexameter Tcrse, in nearly the same words lie had before used in bis 
dedication of "Tiio Lamentation of Amintas for the death of Phillis" 
to the same distinguished ladj. 

The first part of the work is wnttcn in the form of a play, divided into 
acts and scenes, and ia styled " Amyntas Pastorall ;° the second part, which 
in more elegiacnl, is termed " Phillis Fiinerall." It is written throughout in 
English Hexameter verge, and the first part is a translation of Tasao's 
Amenta, which had been before rendered into Latin Hesameters by 
Thomas Watson ; but Fraunce acknowledges that he had somewhat altered 
both Tosso'a Itnhan and Watson's Latin version, *' to make them both one 
English." It will be needless to give any quotation from this work, written 
by Fraunce in the very absurd kind of metre by which, notwithstanding his 
acknowledged learning and talents, by labouring to imitate his great friend 
and patron Sir Philip Sidney, he has lowered himself in the estimation of 
every reader of the present dny, and hns ftlsg tlius been excluded from the 
large collections of Chalmers, Campbell, &c. The second part, called 
" Phillis FuneraU," ia written in the form of Eclogues, which are divided 
into twelve parts, termed by the author Days. These are also written in 
Hexameters, and at the end are followed by another in the same verse, 
"The Lamentation of Corydon for the loue of Aleiia, verse for verse out of 
Latins." This is a translation of the Second Eclogue of Virgil, line for line, 
which had been twice printed before — first in 1588, in quarto, and again in 
tiie same year, when it was annexed to his Lawieri Logike. Tlicre it 
subjoined also "The begmiiing of Heliodorus his jethiopical History," iu the 
some metre, and n list of " Errata," one leaf, which closes the volume. 

None of our bibliographers have remarked that this second part of 
The Counteste of Pemhrohet lug church ia in fact a republication of the 
author's previous «'ork above noticed. The Lamentaliont of Amintat for 
the death of Philli*, printed in 1588, with this difference— that while 
in that edition the " Lamentations " are only eleven, in the present volume , 
"The last Lamentation & the death of Araintaa" has been divided, with 
some slight additions, into two Days, the eleventh and twelfth ; and the 
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following lines, complimentarv to his Fair and accomplialicd patronBM, ore 
added at the close, wliicL arc not in the former edilion : —

"Aiayntoa Dale" ia the title of the Third Part*of The Countetie of 
Pembrohet Yuy church, printed in 1592, 4to. In the First Part of the 
present work, on Sig. D 3, there is an allusion to the ParadUe of Daintjf 
Deuueg, which was lirst published in 12T6, and had heen 
reprinted before 1S91 ; —

Watson's version of Aminlai was printed in 1592, and this by Fntunce 
bears dale 1591, Whether an earlier edition of the Aminlat had appeared 
before 1592, or whether the present translator was allowed to make use of 
Watson's MS. copy, we are unable to determine. But Nash, even so early 
OS 1587, speaks of Watson's^pimfniond of Frounce's translation, ns may be 
seen in his Epistle prefiied to Greene's Arcadia or Menaphon, first printed 
in that year, in which he says that " Sweetc Master Fraunce by his excel- 
lent translation of Master Thomas Watson's sugared A ininttu hnth animated 
the dulled spirits to high-witted cndeuors." In the Sion College Library 
there is a quarto volume marked Z. C. 32., containing " An ovId focioned 
lone, or a. louc of the ovId focion. By I. T. Gent. At London Printed by 
P. 8. for Wm. Matters, dwelling in fleets strete al the aigne of the hand 
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aiid Plough 1594." "It appears," says Mr. Pork, "from tlio following 
poasago in an uddrees prcRxcil 'to tbo courteoiiB and fncndiic,' to liBve been 
translnted from Watson's Amyntat." "Perusing at idle liowera, tbe Author 
of Ami/nltu ioves, I Found it in latino, a passion much more answsrable to 
my purpose both forllio matter and niauer, & for tbo apt discouery of 
bonest plaiiie meauing affection, not vnpleasat nor viinieete to be clothed 
with au English auit as well as others uf liko nature & condition, whose 
tranalations remaine to their praise,' &c. The translation is divided into 
eight Epistles from A. to P., in stanzas of four or six lines; to which ia 
subjoined, " The Answer of Pbillis to Araintas by the TraiislaC«r." 

Robert Greene, in bis Epistle Dedicatory to tbe Lady Biidget Ratliffe, 
Lady Fitzwatcrs, before Philomela, the Lady Fittwalert Nightingale, 
4to., 1015, thus alludes to the present work of Fraunco: — " I presume to 
present tiie dedication of chast Philomela to your Honour, & to christen it 
in your Ladisbips name, calling it tbe Lady FUzwateri Nightingale, as if 
1 should insinuate a comparison twixt you & him of equall and honourable 
Tertiies: — Imitating herein Master Abraham France, wlio tituled the 
Lamentations of Aminlat under tbe name of the Comitesse of Pembrokes 
luie Church." 

Mr. Todd, in his Life of Spencer, to!. 1, p. xv., spealcing of his intimacy 
with Fraunce, thus notices the present volume : — " Fraunce," says he, 
"shines particularly as an Englisli hexametist. His Coanleis of Pern- 
broicet loychurek, & bis translation of part of Heliodorus, are written in 
melodious dactyls & spondees, to the no small admiration of Sidney, 
Harvey, &e. Sidney adopted, in his Arcadia, almost every kind of Latin 
Tcrse for his English songs. Fraunce appears to liave been intimate with 
Spencer, & to have seen tbe Faerie Queene long before it was published."

Unfortunately ii 
present copv, the title, (ieJicaiiod, and last two leaves niimhered 59 and 60, 
are in manuscript in the neat handwriting of Mr. Park, by wliom it was 
thus made complete from the only known perfect copy, which had formerly 
belonged to Herbert, and was at that time in the possession of the Dake of 
Rosburghe, from whom there is an autograph note in the volume, inviting 
Mr. Park to an inspection of the work. At the Duke's sale in 1S12. Cat. 
No. 4038, it was purchased by Mr. Nicolf for the Library of King George 
III., for fSl. ie». 6rf., and is now in the British Museum. John Kcmhle 
had a copy wanting three loaves, lu his Dramatic Collection, which is now 
the property of the Duke of Devonshire at Chatsworth. Garrick also had 
a copy still more defective, which, with the rest of liis Dramatic Collection, 
was bei]uealhed to the British Museum. Mr, Heber had two copies— one 
ia two vols., red morocco {Si. Pg.,) containing the three parts. See Bill, 
Heber, pi. iv. No. 754. The copy of the thin] part being " the most com- 
plete sher that in the Library of George IIL, wanting only the title page 
And a few worJs at the bottom of the lost page but one, which have been 
admirably supplied by Harris." The other was the present copy, the same 
as was marked in Longman's Bibl. Any. Poet, No. 253, at 402. It was 
once Dr. Fnrmcr's, and bought at jiia sale, No, Q851, by Scott, the book- 
■eller, for 5«. 6J., from whom it passed to Mr. Park, then to Mr. T. Hill, 
of Queenhithe, ond afterwords to Longman. It was purchased from 
him by Mr. Midgley, at whose sole by Saunders in ISIS, No. 3Q2, it was 
bought by Mr. Heber for \r>l. \5i. It was afterwards in the collection of 
Mr. Jolley, from whence it was sold in pt. ii, No. 1508, for III. I 5j. Sea 
Herbert's Typogr. Antig. vol. ii, p. IIll., Bibl. Any. Poet, No. 253, and 
the notices mentioned in the preceding article.

to ba»e pervaded the quoint and witty Fuller, who, like another celebrated 
theological nTiler, Richard Baxter, began hia labours by the production of a 
poetical work, and then bade farewell to that department of literature. 
The title of tbe present poem partakes of that peculiar qnaintness and love 
of alliteration, which pervaded all tbe writings of this individual, and was 
also characteristic of several other writers of the age in which he lived. 
The poem, which is now extremely rare, is written in seven-line stanzas, 
and is divided into three parts, according to the title, the first containing 
47— the second, 26— nnd the third, 71 stanwis. The only pre6x to the

The other litennr Imbouis of Faiier irere, ms is well known, chiefly 
directed to works on religion, biographj, and historr, in which he was en- 
gaged for the remainder of his cbecquered life ; and notices of these are to 
be found in so many of our biographical collections, that it will be needless 
to enlarge upon the sabject here. We conc:ode, howerer, bv referring 
with pleasure to the ensuing remarks of a judicious and learned critic on 
the writings of this Author, who was actuated by the laudable desire of 
restoring Fuller s name to its proper place in the temple of our literature 9^— 

*^ Though Fuller's works, like those of so many of his contemporaries, are 
sometimes corered with rubbish, and swo:!en with redundancies, they are, 
as is the case also with some of them, instinct with genius. Like Taylor, 
and Barrow, and Sir Thomas Brovra, he wrote with a Tigour and origi- 
nality, with a fertility of thought and imagery, and a general felicity of 
style, which, considering the quantity of his compositions, and the haste 
with which he produced them, impress us with wonder at his untiring activity 
and preternatural fecundity. He has scattered with careless prodigality, 
OTer the pages of his many works, thoughts and images which, if collected, 
properly disposed, and purified from the worthless matter which encrusts, 
and often buries them, would hare insured him a place beside those, who, 
by writing less, and elaborating it more, by concentrating their strength on 
works of moderate compass and high 6ni$h, have secured themselyes a place 
not only in the libraries, but in the memories of their readers, and lire in 
perpetual and familiar quotation."

The Mirroitr for Magiitrates had alrearly gone tlirougli four editions, 
and was in its full tido of popularity, before the uppearaace of this curious 
work of Ulpian Fulwell, which was written upon the sonie plan, partly in 
Terse and portly in prose, the events recorded being chiefly taken from 
HaiTt Chronicle. He was assisted in his labours by "Master Edmunde 
Harman," aa he acknowledges in the dedication to "Sir William Cccill 
Baron of Bnrghleygbe Knighte of tlie mosto noble order of the Garter, 
Lorde high Treasurer of Englando, Master of the courtea of Wardes 
& Liueries, Chauneellour of the Universilie of Cambridge, & one of 
the Queenes Maiesties priuie Coun&aile," whoae arms, impaling those 
of BcDufoy, are engraved on the back of t!ic title page. The dedication is 
followed by "A Table of the contents of this booke;" a prose nddreaa from 
the author "To the friendly Reader;" another in verse, " Vlpian Fulwell 
to hia Booke;" and some Lotin lines, inscribed "In Vipiani Fulwelli 
operis laudcra Bichardi Coppoci Carmen." In his address to the reader, 
FuUvell thus speaks of ibe subject of his book. The Flower of Fame— 
King Henry the Eighth : — " Now seeing our late soueraigne Lorde Kynge 
Henry the eyghth, hath hit the marke of trewe felicitie, & wonne the game 
of ioyfull immortalitie ; — what ruthe were it, that so singulcr an example 
■boulde not be recorded in the golden booke of perpetuall Fame. Hia 
noble lyfe, his Oudly proceedinges, his iiiuicted raygne, hia fortunate 
succcsse, his whole race of lyfe, & ende of the same, deserueth to be 
engraued in letters of pure Golde. \t Alexander (the mighty Monarche of 
Macedon) was offended with a Schoolemaater in whose Schoole he foundo 
not the fame of Vlitsei {wrilien by Homer) howe much more maye wee 
deeme ho woulde checke & reproue all Euglyahe gentlemen, that laye not 
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before tLeir hct§ the booke of Khi;r Henrres It^ if he wre nowe 
amr>n^ as. Bat happe'r h vill be saji unco mee. Sr, if joa were 
M ffood aa Eozivilw Poet as Hotmer wi» ia Greeke:^-or if the worthi- 
name of joor stjie were comparabie to the macter, wee wDoId the better 
eateeme of joar woorke. If chat bee thj objeccioa (gentle Reader) I 
caoDot ezetue mjselfe.

Hnving thus 
giren the tragical hiatoricH of the two Kings of Scottes, Fulwell returns to 
his bero Henry the 8th, and to the meeliii? of him and the King of France 
between Calais and Boulogne on the cloth of gold in 1532, which is in 
Terse and prose, and at the eud of this on Fol. 32 are woodcuts of the 
arms of the Emperor of Qermany and the King of France, and over them 
on the pnrt of King Henry, ft device of "an armed nniie ryainn out of & 
clowde, holding in the hande a naked Sworde with thys Poesie under it.— 
Celujf au quel ie madioainett (Dieu aytlant) vainera, whiche is as muche 
to sav : — Whether parte I take (by God's helpe) shall Iiaue victorie." Tlie 
Author concludes his account of Henry's life and acts with " The Historie 
of the winning of Bulleyne by the moste victorious King Henrye the e_vghth 
in his owne person," in verse, and afterwards io prose,* at the close of 
which is "An Epitaph of the deatbe of the moste valyant and renowned 
Prince King Henry the eyghth." 

On Fol. 39 there commences a sort of appendix containing commemora- 
tions iu verse, and Epitaphs on three of Henry's wives, Anne Boleyn, Jane 
Seymour, and Katherine Parr. This part is preceded by a Prologue or 
"Preamble to this parte of the Booke following:" a^ at the end of 
this portion he apologizes for omitting the names of Henrv's other wives, 
but says he has a Treatise ready of all their lives, which he promiiMiB, if the 
present should be well received. The volume concludes with another

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appendix in prose, girin^ au account of " The Historic of the winning of 
Haddington in Scotlande an. 2. Reg. Edwardi VI.," from the information of 
some captains who were present at the siege, and especially of Captain 
Detbicke, ^* who was his chief instructor in the matter." This portion is 
highly interesting, and contains a narrative of the single comhat between 
Newton and Hamilton, two Scotchmen, in the Market-place of Haddington, 
who accused each other of having uttered reviling expressions against King 
Edward. The combat was fought in the presence of Lord Gray, and the 
victory was gained by Xewion, who killed his opponent, although it was 
geuerailv believed that justice lay with his adversary, and that though "he 
was well rewarded, he better deserved to have been hanged." But lie 
aAeru-ards received his deserts, being slain and cut in pieces in an encounter 
on the Borders. It relates also the circumstance of the old Queen of 
Scottes, then at Edinburgh, being requested " to go to a little nunnerie that 
was but a myle from Uadingtoiiy and thear shee shoulde see the slaughter 
of all the Eng!i>hemen. So shee went to that Nunnerie to behold the per- 
formaunce of this promise ; and when she came thither, shee might see the 
verve striates of the towne (for it standcth verve lowe). The Englishe 
men undorstandinir of her beins: in the Tower of the saide Nunnerie, shott 
off a great Iron peecc they had (which Gunne they called Roring Megge^ 
fox the terrible noyse that it rendered) and the Pellet hit part of the Tower 
that the Queene was in, whereat shee made haste downe (as it was hygh 
tymo) and rode posting to Kdenboroujjh without seeing aiiye harme done to 
the Knglishe men." And it concludes with an account of the capture of 
Sir James Wilford and his imprisonment in the Castle of Dunbar, which is 
quoted by Dr. Bliss in his edition of Wood's Aih. Oxon.^ vol. i, c. 541. 
** The names of the Capitaines that were at Hadington " are given at the 
end, together with **A Commendation of the Englishe Souldiers that serued 
at this siege of Iladin^tou/* in verse; and the volume closes with some 
fom*-line verses entitled '* The Aucthor," in which he says that the Muse 
had compel led him to take up his pen and to do his best :

Fuhvell, according to Wood, was a Somersetshire man, of good family; 
rector of Nannton, in Gloucestershire, in 1570; and admitted a commoner 
of St. Mary Hull, in Oxford, m 1578, when he was 32 years old.

Anno Domini 1368. Tiiia is a moral dramatic piece, writton wholly in 
rh;me, and oppenrs to have been reprinted in 15B7. The rendor may ace 
some further nccount of tlio present work in an urticie in the C«TU- Liter., 
Tol. i. p. 371, written by the kte Mr. Oclaviiia Giluhi-lst; to the narrow 
and bitter spirit of which, however, the editor must be allowed to enter hia 
strong nnd abhorreot protest. When he talks of Henry the Eighth's 
"Gend-liko daughter Elizabeth," and speaks of the glorious line of the 
Tudors ns "a race of nsurpers, than which a more rapacious and sanguinary 
catalogue (ab limine tuque ad finem) never polluted a sceptre," the editor 
cannot help venturing to differ in opinion from so very sweeping a conclusion, 
and also to think that such remarks are totally incongruous in a bibliographical 
description of an early poetical volume. The reader may consult also 
Warion's Hitt. Eng. Poet.y vol. i». p. 93 ; Wood's Afh. Oxon., vol, i. 
p. 5iO; Jones's Biogr. Dram., vol. i. p. 258, and vol. ii. p. 372; and 
Collier's Extr.

Another extremely rare proiluctinn of this humorous and cleTer writei", 
of whicli lliore ia little doubt that tlie first edition was printed by William 
Hoskins, the publisher of his former work, probably in the preceding yew, 
although i]0 copy of this edition is now known to be in existence. It was 
a highli" popular and successful book, which induced Richard Jones to put 
forth this (the second) edition in 1579, and it was again reprinted by the 
same person without date. Mr. Collier is of opinion that a book called 
Flatteries Dieplate, licensed to Robert Waldegrave in December, 1580, 
was the same work under a slightly different title. The Dedication, in 
prose, "To the Right noble and vertuous Lady, the Lady Mildred Burleigh 
Wife »tito the right honorable Lorde Treasorer of England," is preceded by 
a leaf containing "A Dialogue betwceno the Author and his Muse, ai 
touching tlie dedication of tbis booke," in eleven six-IJno Btanias, the first 
two of which are anagrammatic of the lady's name. An address " To tbo 
Preendly Reader Ulpian Full Well" succeeds, commencing thus: — 
" 1 doubt not at al (gentle Reader) hut that I, for my industry in 
detecting this eyghth libcratl Science, shall bee reputed with many 
tapieittuin octaeut, the eyghth ivise man : that is as wi.ic as Will Summer, 
but I shall contente my sclfe with such reputacion, raiher chosing to be 
truthes drudge, then fortunes flattering dearling. And I cannot but greatly 
lamente, that so many in these dayes doo so adict tbemselues to the filthy 
trade of flattery, wberhy both Noble men. Gentlemen, and good natured 
men are abused : and fooles, Hatterers, dissemblers and gcitcrs, nose led in 
impudency, and nowtiahed by petty theeuery, like tbo waspo that liueth 
upon the labour of the pnynefull Bee. And although such Waspes will 
for this my labour doo their eudeuour to stinge mec for my paine: yet I 
will bee so bold with them as to tell tbee (gentle Reader) what they are. 
Such they are as lye at reccite for the fruttes of other mens desertes. 
They catch tbe birdes, for the which other men beate the bush, and such 
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they nre, as with their detestable practice of flattery, withJmwe mau from 
the stady of vertue." 

After this address follon-s "A discription of the eeucn liberal! Scieccea, 
into whose company the eighth hath intruded her eclfe," in six-line stantas, 
each scieDce occupying a single stanza, from which we select the first three 
as examples.

At the end of these are four other similar stanzas on the part of the 
Pigbtli science — "Adulation, or Flatterie." The work itself consists of 
several dialogues, chietly in prose, with tho exception of the sixth — 
between Diogenes and Ulpian — which is in »erse, of the long or fourteen- 
sylinble metre. The first dialogne is between the author and the printer, 
in the beginning of which he calls him " my olde fellow and friend W. II.," 
meaning William Hoskins, the printer of the lirst edition, and of his former 
work. The Flower of Fame— a proof that Jones was only iho publisher of 
the second edition. In this dialogue the author quotes several old proverbs, 
mentions bis own porerty and threadbare garments, and alludes to Queen 
Elizabeth, whom he compares to the "godly and f ertuous Queeno of Saba," 
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The second dialogue is between the author and Lady FortuDe. Thia i* 
written to shew that there is no getting on in the world without flattery 
and deceit, and thut these only succeed in Lady Fortune's court. The 
Lady Fortune asking his name, the author replies : *' Dear Lady, the first 
letter of my first name he^nnetb with this letter V., sigiiirying iinrortunate, 
and my SDmame is FuUvelJ, which beinge joyned together is Vnfortunate 
Fnlwell." At the end or this short dialogue are some hues in the Alexan- 
drine measure — "Fuhvels farewell ynto damo Fortune," The third is 
between the author and a friar :

Thia is of some length and exceedingly humorous, and is chicSy directed 
against hypocrisy under the cloak of religion. The fourth is between the 
author and Fortunatus :

This is aimed agninat the system of flattering dedications and epistles frottt-l 
aathors to their patrons, and concludes with the sentence — " Wliorfor^J 
gentle Maister Pliilodoxas, I bid you adeii, with this Motion, or Caveat: 
Re^iee Jinem;" and on the side margin, "All 13 well that endes well* 
Mr. Chalmers, in his Supplemental Apoloffi/, p. 270, is of opinion thftt 
Shakespeare might have borrowed the expression in The Comedy of 
Errors, act iv. sc. i»., where Dromio of Epiiesus says, " Mistress, reipiee 
/«em— respect your end," from this work of Ulpinn Fulwell. It seems to 
have been a common proverbial expression about thnt time, sometimea 
varied into respite funem. It has been supposed also that the margiiia) 
note may probably have suggested the title of another of Shakespeare's 
comedies. "The fillh Dialogue hetwecne Pierce Pickthanke, drunken 
Dickon, Dame Annat the Ale wife, and the Author," is very entertaining, 
and contains allusions to dogger ale and hufcap, and old tavern customs and 
songs, and to the old popular play of Ralph Roister Doitter; and at the 
end of a curious and humorous description of " a proper man," Pierce thus 
declares his uses : — " And now to thy properties, thy use is to counterfaite 
tijy solfe, to bee a mail i^iorv cumpnnion, and ivilt not hinsh to place thyselfc 
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in euery man's compaiiy, aiiil taste of eiiery mans pot. And if ihon 
pereeiuest t!ie company to bee delij^Iited with lliy iestes, tlien art lliou in 
thy ruffe, but if they bo so vnse ax to mislike of thy saucincs, then thou 
hast thia subtile ahifte, with oldc drunken Latiiie, which I haue often timca 
heard thee pronounce

expresses his hopes tlmt these unttt ministers in ttie Church of Christ were 
likely to be remoTcJ. "God he thanked," soys he, "these disorders are 
like to b« rcfoiirmed hy the prouideiice of our Noble Queene and her 
Honorable counssyle, with the Bishops and Fathers of the Church : — 
and then sljnil Sir Simon bee shaked of the proBencc of Noble msD, and 
men of authority, Be true preachers placed in hitt roome." 

Having already, in the former article, given some eiomplei of Fulwell's 
poetry, we will close our account of the present interesting work with a 
specimen of his prose, taken from the latter part of the fifth dialogue : — 
"And now that these drunken drudges, that glory so much in their iniquity 
are busy in their bibbing, I will play the painters part indifferently for them 
both, desiringe thee that I rooy herein una thy Pacience. The one of them, 
namely Drunken Dickon (under whom I comprehend all maner of Roisters, 
rakebeis, and drunkardcs) is a saueye and malaperte rarlet, who useth very 
broad iesting, aa wel with men of honour, as with meaner sorte, whom they 
terme a madde mery knauc. Hcc taketli ail floutes and bobs in good parte, 
by meanes wherof bee hobbeth many others. Among the company of lusty 
swearers, hee will outswere them all. And sumtimes hee will put on the 
habite of a foolo, in which garment hee is rec-oiued in, when wiser and 
Iionegter mon are put backc, — and because liee noteth that wise men take 
sporte to see fooles in a rage, bee will comiterfait himselfe to bee in a mad 
moode, when hee is nothing at all angry ; — he ia a common cosoner, and a 
BubiJIe shifter, the circumstances of which mischeuoua practises, I will 
hereafter note in my second parte; and these are the branches of his 
Adulation that bringcth forth most bitter fruite, of which kindc of dis- 
semblers, let as many bcwnre, a* cither fcare God, or regordc their owne 
profitc. Now OS touchinge the other, (namely) Pierce Piekthanke his 
condicion is to cloake his hollow harte with a holy pretence, and hb dissimu- 
lation is cheefely in matters of Religion, although in very dcede, there is in 
him no more sincerity than in an Ape. Hee will come sumtimes unto a 
Bishop, and sometimes to others that hee thinketh to bee zelous in Religion, 
and hath under bis arme a new Testament, or a Psalter, as though his 
special! care, and onely study wore in the Scriptures, under which pretezte

With the exception of the Epistle DeJicatoric, thre 
thirteen pages at the end cont&iDiag seven metrical lov 
of this curious and onco popular 
we have of it is in 1567, in which year it wai licensed to Leonard Maylard. 
It was printed in 1^6B by Henry Bynneman, dwelling in Knight rider 
strete at the signe of the Mermnide, for Leonard Maylard, Sto ; and again 
in 1571, 8vo, hy T, East and H. Myddleton, for Augustine Laughton. 
The latter person received it from L. Muylard, and afterwards sold it to 
Henry Myddleton. It was again printed hy the latter in 157B, Svo; and 
in 1586, &To; in 1589, Sto, by Richard Bradockc, and again by the 
printer in 1591, 1593, ami 1508; in 1621, Svo, by Edwd. Allde, for 
John Top, dwelling at St. Magnus Comer ; and probably by others also, not 
now known, the work having been exceedingly popular. It has a metrical 
dedication "To the right worshipful and Tcrtuous Master Anthonie Radcliffc, 
Master of the worshipfull companie of the Merchant Tailors of London, and 
odier the Wardens and Commonality of the same": written in Alexandrine 
verse, in the opening of ivhich the author thus alludes to some of the 
leading vergiiierB of his own day :

John ; other some are of manners and Tertaes, as those of 5. A mgmetimey 
8. Uierome, S. A mbrose^ Seneeaj Cyprian ; and other some are of great 
importance, as of peace, warre, and goaemment ; other some of newes ; 
other, of recommendations; other, of admonition; other, of lore, as be 
those of Quid and of Propertiut ; other, of domestical! familiaritie ; and 
other some are pleasant and ioyfull. But in this little Tolume wee will onely 
intreat of the most Tsuall, and of some diffusedly, and the ouerplus shall 
rcmaine to the imagination of gentle mindes, who by the skill of their penne,

" Euery Epistle is either of Doctrine, of Mirth, or of Oraritie. The 
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Epistle of doctrine is that, wherein is cipresEed ail good nnd enill things to 
them that bee sbnent. That of mirth is, which by pleasant song, and fomiliar 
languiLgc, is mode cither to comfort, to reioycc, or to get the good will and 
beneuolcnce of them whomc wee write Tnto. And iliat of grauitie ii, 
when the matter is morall or ciuill, &c. And all tliese three snrtes doe 
tendc to their proper endes. For whosoeuer writelh of doctrine, ought to 
haue regardc to this ende, to profit and instruct them vnto whom he writeth. 
He that writes of mirth, must tenJe to recreation and pastime, vsing ioyfull 
and mery language pleaiaunt spencli and iests. He that intrcateth of 
grauitie, must haue respect to honour and profite."

" Example of an Epistle of Mirth," 

An epistle or letter of mirth must be indited with pleasant language, as 
to say thus : — " For newes in these quarters you shall understunde, that 
one of our neighbours is lately returned from Turkie, and hath tolde me for a 
certaintie, that the great Turke doth altogether wallowe in worldly pleasures, 
wherein he setleth his whole fclicitie. And amongst oilier his pastimes, he 
delightcth in singing and musicians, whome at the beginning of Winter he 
sendeth into a certainc countrie so colde, that there Toices and tunes aa soonc 
as they are out of their mouthes doe continually remaine altogether froisen 
untill such time that the Winter bee past ; and when the spring time 
Approcheth, then this great Turke accompanied with the Ladies and Damsels 
of the Countrie, causeth sundry great feasts and bankets to be made, 
remaining there till the Sunne waxe worme. And then begin the voices and 
tunes of the yeare to iinfrese and tiiawe, resounding very melodiously in the 
aire throughout the whole countrie," Sec. 

At the end of the fourth book are the seven loctrical love epistles in 
Terse, each having a couplet prefixed for a title. lu the earlier editions of 
the work, there were only six of these, the headings of which ore givea 
seriatim in Cent.

At the close of the verse part is " A Table of the principall matters con- 
tained in thii Boohe," with which the volume concludes. 

It is not improbable that Fulwood, who calls himself a merchant, waa 
educated at Merchant Taylors' School in London, under that eioincnt and 
distinguished scholar Richnrd Mulcaster, the Rrat master of the school, and 
afterwards head of St. Paul's School. Fulwood was a member of the Mer- 
chant Taylors' Company, and was the writer of some ballads, and of a 
translation into English from the Latin of Wiliiam Grntarol of a work called 
The CtutU of Memorie, 8to, London, 150-2, with some verses at the 
beginning and end; a copy of which is in the British Museum. Of the 
exact time and place of his death wo have no record. He is thus men- 
tioned by Richard Robinson in his rare poem of the " Rewarde of Wicked- 
ness," 4to, bn. Ittt., London, 1574-

Th6 present volume may unquestionably be cDnsiJeretl the rarest of the 
whole scries of English books of emblems, only two copies of it being 
known to cmt — this, which is perfect; and another, which was successively 
in the White Knights, Perry, and Heber collections, which had the title 
reprinted, with the date altered to 1619. The title is succeeded by a short 
metrical dedication of six lines, "To those Noble Personages rancked in 
the Catalogue," signed "H. G.," one leaf; and by "A Catalogue of those 
Nanies vnto whom this work is appropriated," on another leaf. The 
number of the emblems is ihirty-Wvo ; each being appropriated to the king, 
e great officer of stulc, or other nobleman of the time, inclading 
some of the bishops and judges. They have each I 
one side of the page, nnd the emblem, with a motto, ir 
other, accompanied with verses underneath. The engravii 
in which there is considerable merit, both in design and execution. This 
very line copy formerly belonged to the late Edmund Lodge, Esq., 
Clarenceux King-al-Arms, and t» particularly noticed by him ii 
of Henry, Earl of Southampton, the celebrated patron of Sliakespeare, in 
the Illiutrated Portraitt, where he has quote4 the metrical lines which 
accompany the arms of that distinguished nobleman, and also the com- 
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plimentarj verses appended to the emblem thereon. We now select 

two of the emblems, with the coats of arms to each, and the verses 

subjoined, as specimens, both of the style of art displayed in the woodcuts, 

and of the moral strain which pervades each of the descriptions. The first

The author of this extremely rare volumo is unknown, and it is highly 
probable tlmt the work nos not printed for general sale, bnt presented 
onlj to tiioae rojol and noble perionagca whom it was intended to com- 
memorate, a circumstance which moy in some degree account for its rarity. 
We have alreaily stated ttiat the only other impression of it which is known 
was in the Wliilo Knights Library (celebrated for its collection of hooks of 
emblems), where it sold, pt. ii. No. 2924, for 18l. It was resold in Perry's 
sale, pt. ii. No, 1 J81, for I?/. 17f.; and again in Heber's collection, pt. iv. 
No. 750, for 7^ 10«. The title to tliat copy was reprinted, and the imprint 
was dilTerenl from the present,* independently of the date being altered to 
1619. The present copy brought 13/. 10». at Mr. Lodge'a sale, in 1839.

Of this singular poem, supposed to be written by Thomas Gainsford, the 
author of The Historie of Trehizonde, 4to, 1616, T7ie Glory of England^ 
4to, 1619, and other works, only one other copy is known to exist, which 
is in the Library of Lord Ellesraere, and has been described by Mr. Collier 
in the Bridgew. Cata.^ p. 124. It is not in the Bodleian Library, nor in 
the British Museum, and with the single exception of Mr. Collier's notice, 
we do not find it mentioned by any bibliographer. 

The poem is preceded by a prose address " To the truly religious and 
resolute Gentlemen of England, louing their country and the truth therein 
professed," in which the author states his reasons for writing this poem. 
" First, the variety of floting humors generally discontented ; secondly, the 
diligence of Romish Pirats to surprise them ; thirdly, the drousie security 
of these dangerous times; lastly, the unseasonable curiosity of Sectaries, 
which (like Archimedes) seriously busie themselues in drawing circles 
whilst their country is in danger." He then pays a compliment to lames I. 
then on the throne, and alludes to the endeavours made by Henry VII. to 
promote unity, "the chiefest bond of peace and happinesse." "Neuer," 
says he, " did England enioy a King more iudicious in matters of Diuiuitie 
then now it doth. Neither was there euer a more happy proiector of the 
Vnion and Vnitie of these kingdomes then Henry the seaventh, by giuing 
his eldest daughter, the Lady Margaret^ in marriage to lames the 4, King 
of Scotland. The one maintaines the truth with his own pen beyond the 
performance of any christian King : the other perswades vnitie in the truth 
by another's report." And speaking of his manner of writing in verse, he 
alludes to " the incomparable Salust^ Lord oi Bartasse^ who hath of late so 
aduanced poetry by his graue, maiesticall, and pleasing verse, that he can 
neither feare the scorue of verse in generall, nor the obiection in particular 
of the unfitnesse therof for this subiect, being in his nature nothing so deepe 
as that diuine subiect of du Bartasse^ his poem." He concludes by saying 
that " although the number of balladmongers and frothy poems strained for 
gaine to please the vulgar, may seeme to impaire the reputation of the 
auncient Vates^ yet there is no question, but that perspicuous verse well 
couched, comprising much matter in a narrow roome, full of historic, natural! 
allegories, fit similes, and materiall observations, shall alwayes winne respect 
in the most wayward and new-fangled age."

and 7- From tlie exporionco of Nations. Tliese are all treated of at length 
in separate sections. Chap. III. "The policie, deceit, and spite of tlio 
undenniners of Britainea Vnitie," whiuh occupies twenty-fire pages, is 
entirely devoted to a bitter attack on the Romanisls, Jesuits, and other 
Scliismatics, — and scarcely five years having elapsed since the Papist Con- 
spiracy had been discovered, the Author enters largely upon that subject, — 
and inveighs severely against tho adherents of Rome. He concludes with 
a panegyric on James I., from which we extract a portion that may serve 
OS a further specimen of Gainsfotd's production :

Mr. Uaslewood was tho first person that noticed this very rare and 
MJngular poetical tract of four leaves, having been the fortunate discoverer 
of li portion of it, containing the first and last leaves, ^* pasted within the 
lly loaf on tho oak hoard binding of an imperfect volume of Pymon's 
SMutfii^ purchased from the Nush Court collection," a description of 
which appeared, with very copious extracts, from the pen of that gentle- 
man, in tho Cen», Liter. ^ vol. i, p. G2, second edition, and from thence was 
traUHferred by Dr. Dibdin into the Tyjpog, Antiq.^ vol. ii, p. 374, in his 
accoinit of the productions of the press of VVynkyn de Worde. The title 
ii upon a riband, and tho initial letter R underneath, with which the poem 
commences, is accidentally reversed. It contains thirty-two seven-line 
NUinzas, and is a severe declamation against pride and vanity of dress, and 
other vices and fopperies of the age, as imitated from the French and

other foreigners, each verse being made to end with nearly the same 
burden. The following stanzas arc taken from a part of the poem not 
quoted by Mr. Haslewood* in tlie Cens. Liter,^ in which the author s love 
of alliteration is profusely shewn :

Few works were more popular among all claasea of society than the 
Ballads and Collections of Soriga under the title of Garlandt, published 
during the seventeentli century. Not only every event and circumstance 
that occurred Was thrown into the forni of a ballad, but the mind woB 
relieved by pouring out every burning passion und deep-felt sentiment 
into a Bong or a sonnet. And among the largo number of Garlanda 
Btill extant, hardly any is of greater rarity than the little volume whose 
title is before us. Only three copies are known of this Garland, and 
one of these, preserved in the Douce Collection at Oxford, is rraperfect. 
A second was formerly in Sir Francis Freeline's library, and at hie sale. 
No. 518, produced il. 6*., and was afterwords purchased by Mr. Halliwell 
in Pigott's sale in 1S47, for il. 10*. The third and present one came from 
Mr. Uttcrson's collection. From the second of these a reprint was made 
by Mr. Halliwell for the members of the Percy Society in 1850, No. 80, 
in the title page of which it is stated that it is " reprinted from a black 
letter copy supposed to bo unique." 

The lexta of Scripture on the titi* are within a wreath, on one side 
of which is the portiait of Charles II.; with tho initials C. R., and on the 
other that of General Monk, with the letters G. M. and the royal c 
at the top. After the title is "A Table of the Sonnets ■ 
Book," from whence we find that the number of songs 
three, of which seventy-two are reprinted by Mr. HalliweK, the rest being 
omitted eama pudorit. Several of the songs are to be found repeated 
t ourselves with culling 
only two of them as samples of these old popular favourites :

out of this his naturall life, in presence of the most ileuerend Father in 
God, Matthew tbc Archbishop of Cauuterbury and others, which letter was 
sent by the same two Bishops to Reginald Pole CardiD&ll, beeing then at 




Rome, anil sometime Arclibishop of Cauiiterbiiry." The subject of tbis 
letter, whicli occupies twelve leaTes, cliiefly relates to tlie king's supremacy, 
and appears to be the roaia purport of Garter's publication. It is succeeded 
by six sonnets on " The manner and uieanes of the Popea beginning," from 
which, as examples of the author's verse, we select the lirst two.

Poppa Wares nnd Merchandize of late sent ouer into England." Tiiei^ con- 
sist of Superaltar^ CrosscH, Clmrms, Agnus Dei, Bulla, Beads, and other 
wares. " The poysoning of King John ' by a monk is then related in 
stanzas of six lines each, a few of which, on account of the great rarity of 
the book, we proceed to transcribe for our renders.

We Bre next treated to a long account, in prose, of the frauds and pre- 
tended miracles pmctised by Eliiabelli Barton, the holy maid of Kent, who, 
from a servant, was for lier feigned piety made a nun; and at the end are 
Bome BtatementH, in verse, of the pretended miracles which were wrought 
b; her. Having thus gone through each of the subjects promised iti the 
list of contents, the author concludes with some letters or " Inuectiues 
against the Pope." These are directed with great bitterness against Pope 
Boniface, called " the eighth Nero, of whom it is rightly said, lie came in 
like a Foie, he raigned like a Lion, and died like a Dogge." They include 
two letters between Boniface and Philip the French king, whom the former 
had excommunicated; an account in "what estimation the Scottes long 
Bgoe held the Pope and his Legates as shewn in an oration mode by a 
Scottish Bishop to the King of Scots 373 yeares since"; and "a declaration 
made against Pope Boniface, by a singular learned man in England, in the 
xxix yearo of the rnigne of King Edwarde the first." The volume closes

In a rJerlication *'*' To the reaerend Diaines, mto whom these Posies shall 
happ^^n t/# be presented, George Gascoigne Esquire (professing armes in 
th'; rl/;fcnce of ^jod'«» truth) wisheth quiet in conscience, and all consolation 
in (*Mrvil Jcftu^," From this dedication it appears that the first edition was 
printed while he was in Holland serving with the Prince of Orange, that it 
was published without his revision or correction, in consequence of which 
complaints \\sui been ma^le that some of the poems and phrases, especially 
in tlie fable of Fcrdinando leronimi were too free and licentious, and that 
he hail receircd large sums of money for printing them. In answer to 
which he avers that ho never received anything—" not one grote or pennie 
for the firste Copyes of these Posyes" — although " true it was that he was 
not vnwii lingo the same should bee imprinted," but that in this second 
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edition the pnema hod been purified " from all filtbie phrases, corrected 
in all erroneous places, and beantified witli addition of many moral 
exam pies." 

This epistle is followed bj two other prose addresses " To al yong Gentle- 
men, and generally to the youth of England," and " To the Readers generally," 
in the first of which Gascoigne, referring to a chnrgo that he had been 
supposed in some of his works to reflect on particular individuals, and that 
tbey hod taken things in earnest which were written only in jest, gives the 
fallowing curious passage: "Since all comparisons are odious, I will not say 
how much the areignment and diuorce of a Louer (being written in jeast) 
hauTe been mistaken in sad earnest. It shall suffice that the contentions 
passed in verse long silhence, between Maistcr Churchyard and Camell, 
were (by a block-headed reader) costrued to bo indeed a quarell bctwene 
two neigbhors. Of. whom tbat one hauing a Camell in keeping, and that 
other baaing charge of the Cliurchyard, it was supposed they had grown to 
debate, bicause the Camell came into the Churchyard. Laugh not at this 
(lustie yonkers) since t)ic pleasant dittio of the noble Erie of Surrey 
{beginning thus. In winters iutt retume) was also construed to be made 
indeed by a Shcpeherd. What should I stande much in rebersall how the 
L. Vaux hi» dittie bcgioning thus : (/ loth that I did loue) was thoagbt 
by some to be made vpo his death bed 1 And that tbe Sonl knill of 
M. Edicardt was also written in extremitie of sicknesse. Of a truth (my 
good gallants) there are such as hauiug only lemed to read English, do 
interpret Latin, Greke, French and Italian phrases or metaphors, enen 
according to their owne motherly conception and childish skill. The which 
(bicause they take Cbalke for Cheese) shall ncucr trouble me, wliatsoeucr 
fault they linde in my doings." 

After these addresses are commendatory verses by T. B. (Tho. Bastard), 
E. C, M. C, R. S. (Richard Smith), T. Ch. (Tho. Churchyard), G. W. 
(Geo. Whetstone), P. W. (P. Beverley), A. W. (Andrew Willet), I. B., 
I. D., the Printer, and by others in Italian, French and Latin, with various 
initiaJs : " The opinion of the Auctbour himself after all these commenda- 
tions,' and " Ilis ultimum vale to Amorous verse.' There arc titles witbia 
woodcut borders to each of the three portions of the volume, with the

It is written with 
miieb ease and spirit, nnd is generally considered os u faithful translation. 
Wartnn has noticed that Shakespeare has adopted the name of Petruchio 
and the circumstance of the master and Rcrvant changing habits o 
terR from this piny into the Taming of the Shreio. Sec also Dr. Farmer's 
Sttay on the Learning of Shakespeare ; Warton'a 0iit.

This is followed by "locaila: a Tragedie written in Grceke by 
Euripides, translated and digested into Acte by George Godcoygne, and 
Francis Kinwelmnrhbe of Gmyes Inne, and there by ' 
1566.' It has "The Argument of tbe Tragedie" in verse and "The 
names of the Interloquutors," and also " The order of tbe dumme Shewes 
and Musickes before euery Acte." It is a translation, or rather a para- 
phrase, of tbe Phcenisste of Euripides, but with many omisitODS and 
alterations, and each Act is concluded with a Chorus. But as thii 
Tragedy will be noticed again hereafter, to avoid repetition we defer 
any further remarks upon it at present, esccpt to add that the second, 
third, and fifth Acts were trnnalated by Giascoigne, and the first and 
fourth by Kinwelmarshe ; and that the Epilogue was written by Chris- 
toplier Yelverton, another member of Grays Inn. 

Tbe remainder of this part is taken up with several miscellaneous 
poems, tbe Inst of ihem being an account of "Gascoigne's voyage into 
Hollande An. 1372. written to the right honourable the Lorde Gray of 
Wilton," in which iie gives a narrative of bis near escape from death by 
■hipwreek, owing to the CHrclcssncBS of a drunken Dutch pilot, who ran 
them agruund off the coast of Holland at Brill, having embarked at 
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(jtravencnd on tlic l.Otli of March, 167*^, in company with his fiienils 
Rowland Vorko and Ilcrle, for tlie purpose of joining tlie forces ancier 
Princo William of Orange, and assisting the Dutch and Netherianders 
againnt the Spaniards under the Duke of Alva. 

The third part is called ^^VVeedes," and consists of various miscellaneoiu 
piecen, including "The complaint of the greene Knight* and "The greene 
KnightN farewell to Fansie." In this portion is the long tale of "The 
ft4]venturefi of Master F. I.," alluded to in tlie dedication, or ^ The pleaamt 
Fahle of Ferdinando I<;ronimi and Leonora de Valasco, translated oot of 
tlie Italian riding tal<;rt of Ikrtello," which had been printed in the previous 
edition of 1.072. It is in prose, hut is interspersed with several pieces 
of |)oetry, Home of wliich are not devoid of merit. We add two of these 
to our previouH cpiotations from Gascoigne's poetry. The first is termed 
**a Sonet, or a peece of Cocklorels musicke :"

Anthony 4 Wood, who has, it is thought, n 
among the Oxford writers, ajipenrs to be in i 
culars of liis nccouiit of this author's life. Intitcad of being born in Essex, 
according to Tanner, as copied from Wood, he was descended from an 
nd respectable fumilv in tlic north, being the son of Sir John Gas- 
coigne, and appears to have been a nntire of Westmoreland, having, oe be 
states himself, learned English in that coiintj. He received his early educa- 
tion nnder Stephen Nevinson, fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge, a man 
of some learning, and tlien romoved to that university, where, howeier, he 
does not appear to have remained long, or to have taken any degree. The 
statement that he also belonged to Oxford, and that like Green, he was a 
member of both universities, is now believed to be without any foundal 
On leaving Cambridge he removed to Grays Inn for the purpose of studying 
the law, hut being of a gay and disBipated nature, he quickly ran through 
liis patrimony — and was disinherited by liis father for Iuh extravagance. 

In January 1557-8, and in the following year, he represented the town 
of Bedford in pftrliament, and was probably about three or four and twenty 
years old ot this time. Mr. Campbell says he was bom in l!>36, while Mr. 
Ellis thinks he was bom earlier. Gascoigne seems t

But embarking at Grare*end on the 19th of March, 1672-3, for the coast 
of Holland, he narrowly escaped beinz shipirrecked, in consequence of the 
Tessel being guided by a drunken Dutch pilot, who ran them aground. 
While several of the crew, who took to the long boat, were drowned. Gas- 
coigne and his friends, Rowland, Yorke, and Herle, remained stea<lily at the 
pumps, and the wind changing were driven out a^zain to sea. At length, 
after various adventures, they were able to land in Holland, where Gascoigne 
obtained a captain's comniisttion under the Prince of Orange, who was then 
endeavouring to free his country from the Spanish yoke. All these things, 
and his subsequent military career and adventures while he was abroad, of 
which ho appears to have been exceedingly vain, are fully related by him- 
self in tliis volume, especially in the poem called '^The fruites of Warre 
written upon the Thearnc Dulce helium inexpertis^ not in the former edition 
of his M'orks. In this is recorded his presence with the army at Flushing 
and Bruges, his holding the town of Aerdenburgh (without any w^alls) seven 
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days Dgninat tlie forccB of the Duke of Alva, hie semng in the Ircncliei 
before Tergoes and RamykinE, and at the nicge of Middleliiii^h, where he

(then in possession of the enemy) with whom he had been on intimate 
term.i, hod hia portrait, or " counterfayte ' as he calls it, in her possession, 
and resolving that no one but himself should redeem it, wrote a letter to 
him on the subject', which fel! into tho enemy's hands, who raised a report 
unfavourable to his loyalty. But Gascoigne, conscious of his Bdelity, having 
laid it before the Prince, who saw that no deceit was intended, received 
permission to write lo the lady; hut the Burghers increased their doubts, 
and watched bis motions with malicious caution, calling him in derision, 
" [lie Green Knight." Giiapoigne still held hia commission, and the Prince 
coming personally to the iiiege of Middlehurgh, gave him an opportunity of 
displaying hie zeal and course, and rewarded him with 300 guilders beyond 
his regular pay, and a promise of future promotion.

But while building a fort at Valkenburgh, but newly begun, he was 
surprised soon after by 3000 Spaniards, when commanding under Captain 
Sheffield, "born of noble mce," with 500 Englishmen lately arrived, but 
managed to retire in good order at night, under the walls at Leyden. But 
the jealousy of the Dutch openly appeared by their refusal to open their 
gates to them, and Goscoigne and all hia bund were consequently made 
prisoners. At the expiration of twelve days, the men were released and sent 
home, but the officers were kept in prison for four months longer, and were 
then discharged and sent back to England. And thus ended the military 
career and adventures of our poet in foreign lands. 

Gaacoignc'E muse was not idle while be was abroad on active serviee; 
for besides some of his shorter pieces, the long poem entitled ''The Fruitca 
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of Wnrro" ^ildrHBCiI to his patron, the Lord Grey of Wilton, 
Delf, ivan wriUcn during liis leisure liours white in his winli-r qnartera. 
And during tho time he was in Holland appeared from llie press of Richwd 
Stnitli, .without liis rcTision oud without date, the firf.t collected edition of 
]ii« pneinii, now becomo exceedingly rare. 

On his return to hia nntive land, weary of martial service, Gascoigne, it 
i« helicvod, fixed his abode in London near his former residence in Grays 
Inn, and mingled UKoin for a short time with tlie wits and ])Dcts of hia dny, 
and was much esteemed for bis poetical tulcntti, bia skill in dramatic com- 
positions, and his translations from the Latin and other languages. In 1575 
wo find him acconi[mnying Qiicon Elixabcih on lier progress to Kenllwortb. 
While sho was lliore, he devised a Masigno for her entertainment, in which 
Homo of tho vorsos were spoken by himself, but owing to want of oppor- 
tnnity and tho nnfavonrabla weather, a portion only of the Masque was 
parlormnd. At the close of tho Queen's visit, he a^ain addressed lier as 
■he went hunting, in tho ohnrnclor of Sytvanus, the G"d of the woods. 
This MaMiuo, and t!iu various speeches and devices in it, was jmhlished iu 
tbo following year by Oascoigne, under the title of "The Princely Pleasures 
nt tbo ConrtB at Konolwoorth : That is to save, the enpies of all such versea, 
proses, or poetiual innention^, and other denioes of pleasure as were then 
dcuisod and presented by sundry gentlemen before the Qucnes M 
tti« yoaro 137fl. Imprinted at Lomlon by Rychard Ilmnes, and are to be 
soldo without Nvw|;atc ouer against Saint Sepnichers Church. ISTfi." 4to. 
This is given in tho third edition of his works printed by Abel lelTes in 
158T, and is nisu faithfully reprinted at length in Nichols's Pro^renei of 
Qusen Elitahelh, vol. i, p. i&tt. Continuing his attendance on tbo Qi 
wo find him later on in the season at Woodstock, on the 11th September, 
amusing tho royot trovdler with reciting to her " The Hermits Tale," com- 
posed by himsolf in English, Latin, Italian, and French. This is still exist- 
ing in MS. in the British Museum among the Royal MS3. 18, A xlviii, but 
ha* been printed by Mr. Nichols in his Progreuei, vol. i, p. 553, Tho 
original has a frontispiece representing Queen Elizabeth seated on a throne, 
and Gnscoigne with a sword and lance, and a wreath of laurel over his head, 
presenting bis book to tho Queen. On the canopy over the Queen, the 
motto " Decct Rcgem rogere Legem."

Gascoigne did not long enjoy his retirement ot Wnlthamitow. He 
appears to have been sulTering from extreme poverty and other ills, 
and had long been nn urgent suitor for the Queen's favour, which he 
at length obtained in some employment at court, hut too late to afford 
him any advautngc. In an address to the Queen prefixed to " Tlie 
Hermits Tale," dated tho 1st January, 1.J7B-7, he complains of his 
"infirmities;" and in another epistle, addressed "To the rcuerend Divines" 
in the present edition, he alludes to the vanities of his unbridled youth, 
which he had now laid aside, delighting rather 
moral discourses. In the dedication also to "The Dj 
day" to the Earl of Bedford, dated May 2nd, 1576, he 
"in weakc plight fur health." Sickness and inlirm 
brought with them a change of thought and conduct. In all his later 
publications he seems to regret the errors of his youth, ond to desire to 
make amends as far as possible for any injury occaaioned from a perusal 
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QiMcoigne is supposed to have been baried at Barnack, id Nprtliampton- 
sliire, but Ute certainty of this point cannot now be ascertained, as the 
earlier registers of thnt pariah are mUsing, He left behind liim a widow 
and a goii, bnt what became of them afterwarda is not known. 

AinoHggt other friends Goacoigne enjo_ved the patronage of the Ewls 
of Bedford, Leicester, and Oxford; of Lord Grey of Wilton, Sir Walter 
Raleigh, and other persons of distinction, by whom he was held in much 
efltecm. He was well versed in the Latin, Greek, Italian, French, and 
Dutch languages ; and, whether considered as a poet or a satirist, his 
pictures of the manners, dress, and habits of the period, and his intimate 
knowledge of mankind in general, givo him a strong claim to originality 
and merit, while in smoothness ond harmony of versification he is scarcely 
inferior to any of his contemporaries. As a prose writer also he is clear and 
forcible, and as a satirist his descriptions of the vices and follies of his time 
alford amusement, and ore entitled to our commendation. Most of hii 
poems (including some of those interspersed in his prose eompositioDs) are 
reprinted in the second volume of Chalmers's edition of the English Poeli, 
who has also given a memoir of the author. 

Of the general opinion of Goscoigne's poetry entertained by Elizabethan 
and modem critics, we lisfe already mode ample loention io this article, and 
concerning this writer and his works the reader is further referred to War- 
ton's Hitt.

Tlie subject of tlic drama, wliicti niny be oonEiiIered rather as a sort 
of lecture or discourse upon education, is tiie liistory of four youug men^ 
Pbylautus, Phylomusus, Phylosarclius, and Phylolimus— the sons of two 
parents named Phylopisa auJ Ph}'lDcaIuB, who are placed for instructioa 
nnder tlie school roaster, Gnomaticus, who briefly instructs them in tbeir 
duty towards God, their Prince, their parents, their country, and all magis- 
trates in the same. They are then sent by their parents to the University 
of Poway, whore the two eldest, being young men of quick capacity, are 
allured by evil company into vice, wliilc the tn'o younger, although more 
dull of uuderstauding, persevere in a course of virtue, and are preferred — 
one to be secretary to the Palsgrave, the other becoming a famous prcocher 
in Gcnevo; while of the two eldest— one is apprehended and executed for 
ft robbery in sight of his brother in the Palsgrave's Court, and the other 
whipped aud banished from Geneva for fornication, notwithstanding the 
earnest suit of his brother for his pardon. 

The whole is rather dull and uninteresting ; and the speeches of 
the schoolmaster are indeed long sermons on the duties of fear, love, and 
trtist to God ; and honour, obedience, and love to the King. There arc 
other characters introduced — and among them Eceho, a parasite; Dick 
Drom, a roystcr; Laniio, a harlot; and Ambidexter, a roguish servant: 
the Chorus consists of four grave burghers. It was probably o

This also has a dedication to his patron, Lord Grey of Wilton, in which 
he thus refers to the delay which had occurred in completing the present 
poem, a portion of which had been written twelve years before. " When I 
had determined with my selfe to write the Satire before recited called the 
Steele GlassCy and had in mine Exordium (by ailegorie) compared my case 
to that of faire Phvlonicne, abused bv the blodie kin^i; hir brother bv law : 
I called to mind that twelve or thirteen years past, I had begon an Elcgie, 
, or sorrowfull song called, The Complaint of Pliylomene, the which I began 
to deuise riding by the high way betweene Chelmsforde and London, and 
being ouertaken with a sodaine dash of raine, I changed my copie, and 
stroke ouer into the De profundia^ which is j)laced amongst my other posies 
leauing the complaint of Phylomone vnfniished ; and it liath continued euer 
since vntill this present moneth of April 1575 when I begun my Steele 
Glasse, And because I liauc in mine Exordium to the Steele Glatie 
begun with the Nightingals notes: therefore I haue not thought amisse 
now to finish and peece vp the said comj)Iaint of Phylomene, obserulug 
neuertheles the same determinat inuention which I had propounded and 
begon (as is said) twelue yeres now past." 

The poem is composed in short four-line verses, and relates the old 
classical story from Ovid of the rape of Philomela by Tereus King of 
Thrace. A short extract from the poem, descriptive of one of the Nightin- 
gale's notes, will satisfy the reader's curiosity, and will shew the nature 
of the verse :

This is one of the tracts wliich were not included either in the Posies of 
Gascoigne published in 1575, nor in the later and more complete edition of 
his Works in 1587. Herbert was unacquainted with this, the first, edition 
of tlie work, and mentions only one by Windet in 1586, and another 
without date. Dr. Drake also states that this tract appeared after Gas- 
coigne's death, in 1586, being ignorant of the earlier impression of 1576, 
which was also unnoticed by Lowndes in the first edition. Why it was not 
included among his other works in 1587 may probably in part be attributed 
to it being in prose, and of too grave an 1 solemn a character to mingle with 
the lighter efifusions of his muse, the volume being already large enough 
without it, and intended to be devoted only for the most part to his 
poetical compositions. 

The work is divided into three parts, which are thus enumerated on the 
reverse of the title : " The first is entituled The view of worldly Vanities. 
Exhorting vs to contempne all pompes, pleasures, delightes and vanities 
of til is lyfe. And the second parte is named, The shame of sinne. Dis- 
playing and laying open the huge greatnesse and enormities of the same, by 
sundrve good examples and comparisons. And the third part is called The 
Needels Eye, Wherein wee are taught the right rules of a true Christian 
life, and the straight passage vnto euerlastiug felicitie. Heerevnto is added 
a priuate Letter, the which doth teach remedies against the bitterness 
of Death." 

It is dedicated to the Earl of Bedford in a long epistle, which contains 
much personal matter relating to the author, and in which he bewails his 
former time mispent "in penning and endighting sundrie toyes and trifles."

Ga.scoignc states at the cloee of this epistle that he had sabroitted tho 
work Co tbe correction of some learned divines to make it the more worthy 
of bis honourable jiatron, and dates it " From my lodging where I finished 
this trauayle iu weake plight for health as your good L: well knoivcth, 
this second daye of .Mnre, 1576." Gascoignc was taken ill while the work 
wae iu the press, and was unable himself to superint 
throagh it, as is stated in "an aduertisement of the Prynter to tbe Reader" 
on the fallowing leaf, giving a table of the faults and corrections. He died

The general pursuits of Gascoigne's life, whether as engaged in tbe studr 
of the law or as a soldier Icajling a dissipated life, forbid us to suppose that 
.tbia was an originol work, although he had returned at this period to 
a more sober and religious miiid. It was probably oiiginally composed 
by some tlieological professor, whose name is not revealed, and translated 
by Goscoigne when near the close of his life in proof of his own repentance 
and reformation. Being in prose, we shall content ourselves with a abort

The scene of the tragedy is laid in Thebes, and Warton has remarked 
that so fond were the audiences of spectacle that the authors were com- 
pelled to introduce a Dumb Shew at the beginning of every act after the 
example of Gorboduc, and also from the same example to end every act 
with a long ode or chorus. The Jocasta is slightly noticed by Hallam, 
who claims for Gascoigne, especially for his minor poems, " a respectable 
place among the Elizabethan versifiers." The epilogue, which is in alter- 
nate rhymes, was written by Christopher Yelverton, who was a fellow 
student with Gascoigne at Gray's Inn. He became distinguished in the 
]aw, was member of parliament for Brackley in Northamptonshire in 
1562-3, was made speaker of the House of Commons, and afterwards 
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Inijjtited and made one of the Judges of the King's Beiicli. He purchased 
the manor of Heyford and Eastan Mnuduit in Northaroptonsliire, and died 
there October 31st, 1612, icaviug behind him several sons, of whom Henry 
Yelperton, bis eldest son and heir, was aflern-arda kniglited and became one 
of tbe judges of the Common Pleas. Christopber Yelrerton is supposed to 
have written some otlier things alluded to in tbe metrical preface to Jasper 
Hey wood's translation of tbe Thyeiteg of Seneca, published in 1560, but 
which are now supposed to be lost. We are not aware that tbe Jocatta 
was ever published in a separate form from the other poems of Gascoigne.

This little satirical tract is usually ascribed to Glascoigne, but upon such 
Tory slight grounds of authority (a copy in Bcauclerk'a catalogue, pt, i. No. 
4137, baling been assigned to Gascoigne) thnt we are much disposed to 
question the correctness of the attribution. It is not in tbe style of bis other 
works, to which, as it has been elsewhere tru!y remarked, he was invariably 
iu the habit of affixing bis name and motto. It ia not alluded to as the 
production of Gascoigne by any of bis contemporaries ; but above all, un- 
less written and printed in his early days, the BCrious and religious feelings 
which be entertained towards the close of bis life, and bis sincere con- 
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tri^oo and peofteDce for tLe erron and follies of Kis eaHj coozse, vonld 
probablr bare led bim ruber to sappreas it. if reallr writseii br bim, tban 
to bare giren it forth to the world. It c« sinznlar indeed that tbe printer 
Jone? iboald bare been bold enoagb to a£x Lis name to sacb a free spoken 
publication, wbicb migbt bare broaz~c him into serioos trouble. Bat 
Qoeen Eltzabetb was then npon the throne, and the feeling against tbe 
Romisb oornxptions was rerr strong and decided. Wlietber written bjr 
Gascoigne or not, it is a carious and bitter satire npon some of the pre- 
Tailing habits and ca^toms of the daj, and remarkable as a pictore of the 
rices and follies of the time.

the Parliamentarians, and " liTed afterward in London in a Bharking con- 
dition, and wrote trite things meerly to get bread to sustain him and his 
wife." He appears to liave been in great poverty at this time, and in 16^5 
was imprisoned in Wood Street Counter for debt, and was afterwards re- 
moved to the King's Bench Prison, in which he wrote auotfaer of his works. 
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After the Restoration iu 1660, he was restored to his office of Beadle in 
Oxford, which he retained till his death on the 12th of Decemher, 1666, 
aged 57, and was baried in St. Mary's Church there. 

These Poems are dedicated in verse " To the most Vertuous, and there- 
fore most Accomplished Lady, the Lady V. M.," after which are lines " To 
the Ingenuous Reader, a Directory to Play," and seven sets of com- 
plimentary verses, without any signatures. The '^Chartoe Scriptoe" are 
short poems, first, on the Court Cards of the Pack, Aces, Kings, Queens 
and Knaves, and afterwards on the others in connection with the subjects 
mentioned above. The following lines on the Knave of Clubs may be 
taken as a specimen of the style of the work : 

The Knave of Clubs, 
This ia a foolish, proud, tumultuous Chuffe^ 
Whose mouth ruus o're with filthy Kitchen stufTe, 
The scumme of private raylings ; which he vents 
Now against Kings^ and will 'gainst Parliaments 
For this same Knave likes nothing that hath power, 
Nor learning, but what's infused in the Roure, 
Every thing's his grievance, but believes 
Above all other things the poore lawne sleeves.

Gayton, as we find from another of his works, and as we have already 
noticed above, bad been for some time confined in the King's Bench for debt, 
but had DOW regained the sweets of liberty, and appears to have been stoying 
near to Henham Hall in Suffolk, the scat of John Rous, Esq., to whose wife, 
the Lady Elisabeth Rous, the present work is dedicated. In bis address to 
this Lady, of whose kindness he bad been a frequent partaker, he thus speaks 
of the family seat: "At Hsnham Hall (the Seat ofyoQr Noble Husband's 
Ancestors) what is wanting to Satiety ?

D. ; J. Heath; E. Aidrich; and 
Captain Francis Aston. The Poem is divided into thirty three Cbapters, 
wliich discuss the merits and wholesomeness of various kinds of food. The 
matter is chiefly taken from Gerard's Herba), Galon, Hippocrates, Johnson, 
Dr. Butler, Culpepper, and other works on such subjects. Gayton introduces 
in these Chapters as iu others of his tvorks, many allussions to the manners 
and habits of the time, especially with reference to the dramatic cotertain- 
nients of that period, which occasionally give a value to his writings they 
would not othenvisc possess. Thus in chapter 3ivii. of Hares, he notices 
the downfall of plays when the stage was under a prohibition, and Sir 
William Davenant's obortiTe attempt at an Opera.

upon your Highnesse after the Surrender of Oxford, utiio the Town of 
Uihridge, where I took my leave of as much Happiness as could be left. 
Your Roynll Father of ever blessed Memory, was then oliTe, a Confessor 
Boyoll, and aooo after Martyr, for the ProtesUnt Religion, the Priviledge of 
Parliaments, the Liberty of the Subject, and the Lawes of the Land. All 
which no man ever defended so unto Blood as himself, nor indeed could 
any man : For he was butleressed up by especial Grace, high Understanding, 
the Pen of a ready Writer and Invincible Patience. Not long after his 
bloody Exit off the Stage of this World, with the general Plaudit of good 
Men and Angels, your Highnesse made an happy escape from SI.

of a Phytieian, since that hath been used by Doctor Brown, an able Artist 
in that Faculty ; To whom, for that and his Vuigar ErroTx, the world 
stands still engaged and obliged. I do not do it for this end and purpose, 
that either in Phi/tiek, wherein he was admirable, or in Theologie wherein 
he was curious, I should match my selfe with him, or labour to out vie him.

Henry Glupthorne, the author of these Poems, U better known as a 
dramntic writer, and was the composer of nine plays, four of which, howeyer, 
were never printed. Beyond the cirrumstanco of Ills living in the time of 
Charles I. little or nothing appears to be known of his personal character or 
mode of life, and akhoogh he is styled by Winstanley " one of the chiefest 
dramatic poets of the age," and his pl.iya obtained at the time of their 
appearance considerable success, y«t he is certainly not entitled to rank in 
the highest range of dramatic art. and his plays as well as his biography are 
now nearly foi^otten. Yet he is not devoid of merit, and although deficient 
in force and passion, the chief reqnisiCea in dramatic composition, Glapthorne 
is considered an able writer, " more eloquent than impassioned, more poet- 
ical than pathetic, better qnaliliad to describe than to feel." "Almost every 
thing," says a late critic on his plays, " is good, well said, eloquent, poetical ; 
but in such a profusion of rhetorical flourishes, poetical images, and daKzling 
metnphors, it is not possible that every tiling should be in its proper place." 
The tragedy of Alhartus WalUnstein, his first play, was printed in 1634, 
the same year iu which his poems were published. ArgahcM and Parthenia 
is taken from Sidney's prose romance of Arcadia. The last and best of 
Glapthornc's plays \a-Tke La'!y» Privilege, printed in 1640. It abounds in 
poetry and eloquence, and has less extravagance than some of his other 
plays. 

The present volume, published when his mnae was yet young, "this being" 
as he states in the dedication, "the earliest flightof her ambition — the maiden 
studies of his Muse," is dedicated "To the Right Honourable, Jerome Earle 
of Portland." The poems consist of a number of short pieces on miscel- 
laneous lubjects, most of the earlier ones being addressed to the lady of his 
atTection, under the name of Lucinda, by whom he appears to have been 
afterwards forsaken. There are others addressed "To Mr. Chorles Colton"; 
"a Prologue fur Ezekiel Fen at liis first acting a Man's Part," and elegies 
" Vpon the Right Honourable Richard Earle of Portland, late Lord High 
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Treasurer of Englftod," "On Sir Robert Ayton, late Secrelarie to her 
Maicstie," " Vpon the Noble Colonel I -Gen era! 1 Burroughs, slainc at llio Isle 
of Bee," "Vpouthe right Honourolile the Laily Eli^snbeth Rich," "Vpon 
the death of his sister, Mrs. Prisciila Glapthorne," " Vpon the death of 
Mrs. Susanna Oxbalston," and the volume concludes with a poem called 
"Sylvia, a Fragment," which is left unfinished. Glapthorne's Poems, like 
his plays, arc written in a pleasing and polished style, without much feeling 
or pathos, but espressed in eloquent and liarmonious language, of which the

great variety of particulars affecting the doctrine and discipline of the 
church, and the superstitious aud irregular practices in burials, baptisms, 
and marriages, adopted in different districts throughout the county, and 
presents a most graphic pjotnre, coloured, no doubt in some degree hy the 
peculiar tendencies of the ministers whose names are attached to the 
representation, of what ivas then the state of this part of the kingdom. 
Canon Raines is of opinion that this paper is in the handwritiug of Mr. 
Oliver Carter, Fellow *" tho Collegiate Church, Manchester, the answerer 
of Briatow't Motives, and the opponent in the chapter, of Dr. Dee. The 
second article gives, niong with the account of the Visitation in 1S90, the 
correspondence of Archbishop Piers with the Lancashire Clergy. The 
Archbishop was a rigorous logician, ond his answers to the preachers, whom he 
did not spare, now printed for the first lime, are worthy of Bancroft himself. 
Tho third article in tho volume contains the very amnsing Letters of 
Leonard Smediey or Smethley, Deputy Herald of the College of Arms, 




rending io Manchetter in the time of James the First, anil which report hia 
transactions with different fomiliea in reference, principally, to llie due 
arrangemenU at their funerals, and the diilicultics the unhappy Deputy en- 
countered in obtaining bis fees, the slow payment or noiipnymeot of which 
appears to have emhittered his existence. To these are added two Letters 
of the Randall Holme of the period, by whom he had been reco mm ended. 
The Editor's copious introduction and notes have added very considerably 
to the interest of these heraldic papers. The last article, the Easter Bolls of 
Whalley in 1552-3, from which we learn the exact number and names of 
the householders in the village of Whalley, and in each of its hamlets at the 
time of the dissolution of the abbey, fitly concludes tliis valiiahle and 
attractive volume, which does Full justice to its Editors' deservedly high 
reputation. 

The second of the publications for the year 1875-G, being No. 97 in the 
CLetham Series, consists of contribiitionB to the Ilislory of the 4^nntnt 
Pariih of Pratbury in Cheshire, by Fiunk Rbnauo, M.D, The great 
extent of the Parish of Prestbury, which includes thirty-three townships, 
and the seals of old families and architectural antiquities wliicb it contntns, 
renders it a very lit and fertde subject for historical investigation, and every 
one must be glad that so acconijilished an antiquary as Dr, Renaiid has 
giveu us the result of his labours nnd inquiries connected Mith it in the 
pleasing and satisfactory form in which they are presented in this volume, 
The information it affords is of a very varied description, and while every 
Btteiition iagiveu to geaealogicit] research and ancicDt edifices and remains, 
the modern history of tjie parish is not neglected. As may be anticipated, 
the seats of Adlington and Lrrae, and the families so long associated with 
those places, >vhoso annals might almost All a volume, receive a full measure 
of notice. These contributions to the History of Prestbury are rendered 
still more attractive by the fourteeu excellent pictorial illustrations which 
acoompony the volume, and which the members owe to Dr. Renaud's skill 
as a draughtsman, and to his great hberality in having them engraved at 
his own expense for this work. 

The third volume for 18T5-6, and which is volume Ofi in the Cheiham 
Series, ia TAa Heraldic Vititatian of Laneathir* in 1533, edited by 
William Langton, Eiq. This publication of the first of the Lancashire 
Heraldic Visitations, the complete senes of which will thus have been

The present is a Tery handsome volume, as all the 
arms of the different families arc not merely described, as is the case in the 
other visitations issued by (he Society, but engraved, and the historical 
elucidations and ilhistrationa supplied by the editor contribute to render the 
book a very interesting one even to those who ar« not professed students of 



ganealogj. The readers will be amused with the complaints of the worthy 
herald, whose paiasUking in Lancashire does not seem to have been over 
liberally requited. OF Sir John Townley of Townley be observes, "I 
soght him all day rydiiig In the wyM countrey and his reward was ij* 
«■■ the giiyde hadd the most p'tc, atid I hod at evill a journey oa cv' 1 
hadd ;" and of Sir Richard Houghton, after adverting to a little private 
family matter of scandal, be subjoins, " He gave me nothing nor made me 
i)o good chcere hut gave me proude words." The lirst of the three 
volumes has been issued, and the others, which are in progress of printing, 
will follow ill due course. 

During the last year this Society has lost by death one of the most 
valuable memhers of its council— Thomas Jones, Esq., F.S.A., librarian of 
Chetham library. A worthier representative of the honoured class of 
learned librarians never lived. The general recognition of his merits and 
character which bas been elicited by his lamented departure is a sufficient 
testimony to the extent of the loss. To the Chbtham Socihtt and its 
rarious publications it was his delight to be of service, and be would most 
willingly have undertaken any degree of labour which could he productive 
of advantage to them> The two volumes of Catdhgue of Popery Tracts 
edited by him for the Society may still be designated as the best hiblio- 
grapbical work upon that subject, and it is greatly to be regretted that 
death has intercepted bis Biographif of Dr. Dee, for wliich he had collected
